JUDGE PHILIPS ORGANIZES THE LET-US-ALONE CLUB: 


LEAVES FEDERAL BENCH, READY TO FISH OR FIGHT 
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“I Have Adhered to the Law’’ 
Is His Reply to Criticism, and 
He Praises Moral Courage of 
Judges Who Make Unpopu- 
lar Decisions When They 
Deem the Law Requires Them 
to--Believes in Light Sen- 
tences and Kind Words for 
Criminals.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.,. June 26. 
JHN F. PHILIPS, who retired today from the 
bench of the United States District Court, 
makes this reply to official and private criti- 
Cisms of his work as a judge: 

“I have adhered to the law.” 

This, to Judge Philips, represents {n its fullest 
measure the meaning of the word “Duty.” 

To show what comes to pass when a judge con- 
siders anything beside the law, the veteran Fed- 
eral jurist told the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
in the course of a two-hours’ interview at his 
home, an incident about the late Judge Burr 
Emerson. .

Judge Philips cited a concrete case of this sort 
when he remarked: 

“Look at the judges of the Missouri Supreme 
Court who freed old Ed Butler. They knew the 
public believed that Butler ought to be punished. 
They knew the public would applaud them if they 
affirmed his sentence. But they found that the 
law, in their opinion, favored the defense, and 
they reversed Butler’s conviction, knowing that 
they would be condemned by the public, as they 
were condemned, for doing so. Their action 
proves to me that they were men of moral 
courage. 


“If the public is not always satisfied with the. 


workings of the law and its interpretation by the 
courts, the public must remember that the judges 
are not always satisfied, either. 

“Often I have been compelled by my under- 
standing of the law to render decisions which I 
deeply regretted. Some of them I regretted be- 
cause of the issues involved, some because of the 
men concerned. Sometimes I have seen a lawyeT 
take an adverse decision, in a case which really 
meant a great deal to him, in such a Joyal and im- 
persona] way that I have hoped he might later 


come before me with a case which I could de- 


cide in his favor.”

“They,” in this connection, are not only his 
congressional critics, but the Socialists, who have 
placed no apparent limit on their deductions from 
the presence of Federal judges with railroad at- 
torneys at the Mexican fishing resort.

Poorer Than When His 
Court Service Began 
E DOES not take much else with him, he 
declares. His home on Linwood boulevard 
is in the city’s choicest residence section, 
but it is a rather plain frame house, and its furni- 
ture and pictures are in the styles of ‘70s or the 
80s. A religious touch, supplied by a framed 
prayer and an emblematic “Rock of Ages” paint- 
ing, is relieved by the presence, on a shelf not 
far away, of a bottle of broad girth and gilded 
brown label, the repository of Kentucky's most 
famous product. 

“J am leaving the Federal bench,” he declares, 
“with less than I had when I began my service 
there. Oongress has increased its own salary, 
but the efforts of the Federal judges to obtain an 
increase have fared as old Gabriel did.

“I won’t have you admit me just now, Judge,” 
said the young man. “If you can arrange it, I'd 
like to have you do it as your last act on the 
bench. I’ve been rather waiting for that.” 

Judge Philips said he could arrange it, and told 
the candidate to be in court this afternoon, prom- 
ising to issue all his orders for the day, and 
transact all other business, before issuing the 
young man’s certificate.

““ QUR MURDEROUS MATCHES. 

The matches used in this country, made with 
‘ths cheap white phosphorus, chlorate of potash 
and sulphur, are strongly condemned in a recent 
bulletin of the Bureau of Labor. The investiga- 

tion undertaken by the bureau shows that these 
‘matches are entitled to be braided as the in- 
struments of industrial manslaughter. 
'-Usera of matches of this class are accustomed 
‘to seo a part of the head of every, match fly off 
‘at & tangent, when the match !s struck, endan- 
gering clothing and eyesight. But this is not 
‘the reason for the Labor Bureau's condemnation. 
The manufacture of white phosphorus matches, 
contrary to the general belief, is still attended 
| with frequent cases of poisoning of employes, 
“who are mostly women, 
|} “The buréau's investigators found that in thfee 
, factories alone, 82 cases had occurred recently. In 
¢two factories there were eight serious cases in 
_the-year 1909. In all the factories investigated, 
, Invepite of modern precautions, distressing cases 
. hed occurred. 
. ‘Phosphorus poisoning or necrosis of the bones, 
‘causes the loss of teeth, usually followed by the 
@ecny of the entire jaw, which has to be re- 
, moved. In 1906 seven countries of Europe pro- 
hibited the use of white phosphorus in the man- 
/tfacture of matches, and the importation of 
gueh matches. Finding that all the so-called pre- 
cautions ‘were ineffective, Great Britain, by spe- 
slact of Parliament, followed this example in

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NO CHANCE FOR PROGRESS. 

Progress is greatly hampered in Russia. There 
are so many obstacles in its road. First it must 
work its way through the most suspicious, tyran- 
nical and powerful police in the world. The po- 
lice make an exhaustive search to. ascertain 
whether there is concealed on the person or in 
the belongings of Progress any menace to des- 
potism. Then it must pass the scrutiny of the 
Czar’s ministers, who examine it to see if it 
masks anything in the nature of liberty. If it 
contains liberty in any form or requires liberty, 
it is rejected. Then it must pass army inspection 
and must be in harmony with militarism, its aims 
and methods. Finally, there must be nothing in 
it not admissible to a guarded palace or an armed 
fort. It must not terrify a despot or endanger 
the bulwarks of despotism. Finally, it is permit- 
ted to associate with only carefully chosen, harm- 
less and unthinking persons. It is debarred from 
the common people and persons of culture and 
independent’ thought. 

The rules governing the use of aeroplanes in 
Russia strikingly’ {llustrate this point. Of course, 
aeroplanes are admitted to Russia, but they can 
be manufactured or owned only by permission of 
the police; no one can fly unless a map of his 
route is approved by the police; no flights over 
Government buildings, fortresses, warships, im- 
perial estates, prisons or monasteries are per- 
mitted. 

No Jew is permitted to own or make an aerial 
craft. Every foreign aeronaut crossing the bor- 
ders is to be arrested. 

All of this shows that the Czar is not the su- 
preme ruler of Russia. The power above the 
Czar is Fear. Fear sits on the throne; Fear gov- 
erns the palace, presides over the Parliament, 
commands the armies, directs the imperial coun- 
cil, manages the police. Fear and his consort, 
Superstition, rule 160,000,000 of people. There is 
no chance for Progress where Fear and Supersti- 
tion have the mastery. 
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The Minnesota Republican Convention voted 
down a resolution condemning the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff, which is rather better than voting outright 
to indorse graft. 





THE DECLINE OF DRUNKENNESS 


A law was recently passed by the New York 
State Legislature permitting New York to estab- 
lish a home for the retention and treatment of 
inebriates. Mayor Gaynor signed the bill, but in a 
memorandum sent to the Governor he expressed 
the opinion that the plan would be of little value 
and he doubted if the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment would decide to incur the expense. 

Mayor Gaynor said that drunkenness has de- 
creased materially in recent years; that within 
his recollection there wer3 five times as many 
topers as there are now. Ife credits the decrease 
to the work of schools and churches, to improved 
methods of hygiene and living, to the work of 
temperance societies and to the general introduc- 
tion of machinery and electricity. “Only a sober 
man,” truthfully says the Mayor, “is fit for em- 
ployment under modern conditions.” 

There is no doubt that it is daily becoming 
harder for men who are intemperate to make a 
living, and this fact is keeping young men from 
intoxicants, 
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The Sugar Trust directorate is being reorg- 
anized and without regard for the statute of 
limitations. 
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SHAKSPEARE ON THE ‘‘EAST SIDE,’’ 

The “East Side’ in New York is supposed to be 
the most un-American locality in America. This 
must be a mistake. E. H. Sothern, who knows 
Shakspeare himself, reports that the East Side 
knows more about what Shakspeare means than 
Broadway does. 

But he says “the best place in the world to 
put on good Shakspeare is the West.” 

It ought to be. If there were only three books 
in Western pioneer cabins, one of them was 
Shakespeare. After the late Samuel L, Clemens 
had associated long with the “Rogers set,” he 
changed his mind about Shakspeare, but the 
American West has not done so and it never will. 

Shakspeare’s political work during the nine- 
teenth century was done through thousands of 
unknown proxies, but no man living in America 
did more than he to “Americanize”’ the United 
States. If they “know their Shakspeare” ‘on the 
East Side in New York as well as Sothern thinks, 
the East Side may help to Americanize Broadway. 
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There has been a great deal of complaint re- 
cently about the treatment of passengers at the 
port, of New York, but a report of duties collected 
during the past fiseal year indicates that Col- 
lector Loeb has not been unduly harsh. He has 
obtained $2,205,981.86 as “compromises” from 
would-be smugglers within 12 months. During 
the previous year $17,927.60 came from that 
source. Mr. Loeb has collected $46,488.83 in fines, 
an increase of $45,288.83. Goods he has seized 
have been sold for more than $50,000, nearly five 
times the sum realized from that source the 
previous year.

‘*‘UNEXPURGATED, ’’ 

An advertisement across two pages in the cur- 
rent number of a. literary weekly offers “De 
Luxe” editions of famous and notorious books at 
“81 per cent discount” from publishers’ prices. 

The highest-priced volumes quoted are listed 
at $170, “reduced to $24.” Both the prices and 
the reductions are important historically. For 
something more than ten years, high-priced books 
have been offered privately to wealthy buyers, 
with the magic words, “unexpurgated editions,” 
to explain the higher prices. The price was fixed 
according to the supposed need of expurgation in 


}an unexpurgated “classic.” 


The cleaner and better the book, the lower 
the price. And so, vice versa. While this literary 
history was being made for the decade, sixthb- 
rate French “stuff,” not very bad morally, was 
unloaded on rich American “book fanciers” as 
“unexpurgated,” though it is so bad in every 
other way that they would not read it in France 
now, no matter how badly it needed expurgation. 

When the end comes, with “hard stock” dn- 
loaded at 81 per cent discount, “it is to rejoice,” 
as they might say in Paris. Some fools are rich, 
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but not all the rich in the United States are fools. 
The discount on the frauds of: the “unexpur- 
gated” in the book business, registers the discount 
“the trade” is now putting on moral idiocy as an 
asset,

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WHO SUPPLIED THE MUCK? 


Old-fashioned Mr. Cannon doesn’t like muck- 
rakers either. He deplores the practice of filing 





copyrighted works in the beautiful Library of

“thousands of books and periodicals that are the 
worst trash and most demoralizing literature.”

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OUR IDEA IN THE AIR. 

We ought to admire and praise the triumphs 
of the “Zeppelin idea’ in Germany, as we are 
doing, without attempting to imitate or rival 
them. Let Germany have the praise and the 
profits which belong to all successes of the Zep- 
pelin idea until it is ready to show results in 
Zeppelin lines with a regular service in all coun- 
tries. 

This will be great, but what we are doing in 
perfecting motors for heavier-than-air machines 
may be far greater. When Proctor “cut out the 
work” for us in the United States, he showed 
against the opposition of the “authorities,” that 
we can now do two things, either*one of which 
is a revolution in itself. 

The first will be the one-man-machine, with a 
motor which will drive it down or against a 
gale, as a gull flies. The second will be a ma- 
chine, answering in the air to the automobile on 
the ground, with a motor reliable enough to keep 
it in the air at the motorman’s pleasure. 

The attempt to do this is certain to result in 
improved motors, which perhaps will be worth 
more indirectly than the direct results aimed at. 
Regardless of this, the direct results have been 
demonstrated as practicable by American brains. 
The idea of heavier-than-air transit, without gas 
for support and with no power except that of 
driving energy is the American idea. It is great. 
Let the rest of the world do its best while we 
are doing ours and the rest of the world will not 
surpass us.

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EFFICIENCY OF SMALL MEN. 

Finding that the New York Fire Department 
could not get enough men 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, or over—that being the limit under the 
rules—the city authorities have set the limit at 
74%, inches. Some alarm has been felt over this, 
it being taken as an indication either that 
Americans are getting smaller or that the influx 
of immigrants is reducing the average height, 

Half an inch reduction, affecting only a I!m- 
ited portion of the male population of New York, 
is nothing to feel concern about. The New York 
fire fighters will still be tall men, as measured 
by the army standard, which is 6 feet 4 inches, 
for both cavalry and infantry. Some of the 
European armies still cling to the medieval idea 
that tal] men are desirable as soldiers. But even 
in Buropean armies the tall man is recruited for 
parade purposes. Recruits of average height are 
the rule. In the British army the men standing 
nearly six feet are found chiefly in the Horse 
Guards and Household Cavalry, while men as 
small as 56 feet 2 inches are sought as artillery 
drivers. Frederick the Great, himself a small 
man, collected a regiment of giants, but it add- 
ed nothing to the effectiveness of: his army.

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FIGHTING FOR BABIES. 
From the Philadelphia North American, 

Any attempt to estimate the money value of 
a baby results only in accentuating its senti- 
mental value. Yet the crusaders who have éf- 
isted in the new movement to save children 
from the ravages of preventable diseases en- 
force a striking lesson when they endeavor to 
present the subject in dollars and cents. 

One of the questions laid down at the confer- 
ence held Ffiday under the leadership of Dt- 
rector Neff of the Department of Health, was: 

“How much less does it cost to save 3000 
babies who annually die fram preventable 
enuses than to pay undertakers for burying 
them?” 

It probably could be shown that, in hard dol- 
lars and cents, it is a losing venture to let the 
babies die—that is, that the cost of saving a 
baby from preventable disease would be less 
than the expense of vain fighting of illness and 
the added burden of a funeral. 

Rut there is hardly a parent who does not 
feel an instinctive revulsion against computing 
such a simple sum. “If, they say, “the cost of 
saving a baby were a thousand or a million 
times as great as that of burying it, we would 
still pay the price,” | 7 

And yet in Philadelphia every year there are 
3000 deaths of children under 2 years of age, 
every one of whom could be kept to their par- 
ents and to the community by right living con- 
ditions. The total infant mortality in the city is 
6000 a year. A very conservative estimate puts 
the proportion of preventable deaths at one- 
half. 





MORE DOGS THAN PEOPLE. 
From Fur News. 

The greatest dog town in Great Britain, if 
not in the world, is Haverfordwest, Bngland. 
There are many men in the town -who live 
wholly and make a good living by breeding, buy~- 
ing and gelling dogs. Although the population 
is only 6000, at least 600 dog lMeenses gre issued 
annually, and there are also a large number of 
eremptions. Almost daily there are more dogs 
than people in the public streets, though valu- 
able animals are never allowed to run loose. 
Haverfordwest dog breeders are known for their 
working terriers, show terriers, pointers, set- 
ters and spaniels, which are daily traded for big 
sums through the fancters’ journals and g0 
everywhere. It is the home of the Sealyham 
breed of terriers, the origin of which has pus- 
sied the keenest sportsmen. One fancier’s ken- 
nel recently sold by auction realizéd £200, but 
£250 is not an unusual price for a single dog, 
while £60, £70 and £80 are almost common. The 
quaint old town, with its mixed Welsh, English 
and Fiemish population, is almost the hub of the 
degs' universe.

She had been recalled with Caruso time and time 
again. Flowers had been thrown to her from the 
bexes. One woman had tossed upon the stage a 
fan of exquisite old lace. Men and women had 
shouted her name. 


ad Fine Voice. 


Caruso had never been in better voice, but 
the young girl who appeared on the stage last 
year for the first time had almost overshadowed 
the famous tenor. 

Puccini had come to her dressing room to tell 
her he was proud of the way in which she had 
sung Manon, that he was: indebted to her for the 
success of his opera in critical Paris. 

The dressing room was the Mecca where all 
the other artists came to shower compliments 
on this young girl. Yet she was calm and laugh- 
ing. She refused to have her head turned by the 
great praise, and said, “Let us wait and see.” 

No singer in the Metropolitan’s list with the 
possible exception of Mme. Destinn, has been so 
applauded by an audience at the Chatelet. She 
was spoken of everywhere as the “season's great 
discovery,” as “Puccini’s remarkable find.” 

The correspondent talked with several singers, 
including the one who has been the principal aid 
of Jean de Reszke, who was present, and from all 
there was this unanimous verdict: 


Promises te Excel All. 


“If Lucrezia Bori does not overstrain her voice 
while she is young and spoil its remarkable purity 
she will take her place at the top of the list of 
the world’s great singers.” iy 

Except for this remarkable debut there is not 
much that is romantic in the story of Lucrezia 
Bori unless one listens to the tale that is even 
now being told that she is a collateral descendant 
of that Lucrezia Borgia who dealt in poisons, the 
name becoming slightly changed with succeeding 
generations. She is 20 years old and is the 
daughter of a colonel in the Spanish army. For 
three years she has been studying singing in 
Milan under Vidal, and just 13 months ago she 
made her professional debut in a small Italian 
theater. She has sung in “Madame Butterfly” and 
other operas of the modern Italian repertoire. 

Her most important engagement was in Naples 
at the San Carlo Theater, last April. There Ri- 
cordi, the Italian music publisher, heard her and 
was amazed. It was he who arranged that Puc- 
cini should hear her sing. And then Gatti-Cazzaza 
and Toscanini went to Milan from Paris. They 
arrived at one opinion—‘she is the singer to take 
the part of Manon Lescaut when Parisians hear 
Pucdini’s version for the first time.” 

Her Success Immediate. 

The engagement followed and her success was 
immediate. 

She is possessed of beauty hardly less remark- 
able than her voice. Her eyes are large and dark, 
and she has a wealth of black hair. On the 
stage she seems slender, but she has a well-mold- 
ed figure that gives the impression of youth with- 
eur suggesting lack of development. 

In conversation Senorita Bori is unaffected, 
straightforward, simple. Her face is mobile, sug- 
gesting possibilities as an actress, and she dis- 
plays an intelligence that augurs wel. for her 
future, for she is not likely to be led by her 
great success here into overworking herself and 
thus ruining a voice that critics are watching as 
they have not watched a young voice in many 
years.

BERLIN, June 15.—Count Alexander von Talley- 
rand-Perigord is disconsolate. His vivacious 
sweetheart, pretty Fritzi Massart, pet of the Metro- 
pole Theater, refuses to marry him without the 
consent of his aristocratic relatives, and this he 
has been unable to get. Although their engage- 
ment was announced several months ago, Fritzi 
remains firm, for she is a proud and haughty 
soul, even if she has no title.

LONDON, June 25.—Americans in London had 


a treat yesterday when the 500 midshipmen from 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis arrived at Pad- 
dington Station from Plymouth, the first stop on 


their 10,000-mile practice cruise. The midship- 
men immediately took possession of the city’s 
principal streets, where their splendid appear- 
ance and natty uniforms excited much favorable 
comment. 

For most of them this is the first visit to En- 
gland and the first shore leave. No officer was 
in charge of tle middies, although Capt. Clark 
of the battleship Iowa, commanding the squadron, 
Commander Bullard of the Iowa, Capt. Button of 
the battleship Massachusetts and Capt. Dunell of 
the battleship Indiana also came to London. The 
only orders to the midshipmen was to return to 
Flymouth tomorrow afternoon. 

Greeted by Americans. 

Many Americans went to the railway station 
and welcomed the cadets, cheering as they tum- 
bled from the train to the platform. The “mid- 
dies” responded. Plainly they appreciated the 
reception. Some of the third class men, for whom 
this is the first cruise, admitted that they were 
seasick on the voyage, but declared that they 
have their sea legs on now and were jubilant 
over the fine trip Uncle Sam is giving them.

NEWSPAPER MUSEUM AS 
ARSENAL FOR HISTORIANS

BERLIN, June 14-—The first newspaper mu- 
seum will be opened in a short time in Stras- 
burg. In it will be preserved the most important 
daily and weekly papers of Germany and other 
countries.

The idea of a newspaper museum came from the 
congress of historians held here some time ago. 
It was pointed out at the time that modern his- 
tory could easily be written by consulting the 
daily and weekly press. This brought the con- 
clusion that the press ought to be preserved, and 
the suggestion that press museums bg estab- 
lishe4 in various countries for the purpose of 
keeping newspaper f'es from year to year. 

The museum in Strasburg will be an experiment.

Judge Philips 
Ends His Long 
Term on Bench

had attacked a witness’ credibility. 
When the Judge asked on what 
ground the lawyer wished to im- 
peach the testimony, the reply was 
that the witness had been convicted 
of disturbing the peace, 

“Disturbing the peace!” exclaimed 
the Court. “Any man who amounts 
to anything is likely to disturb the 
peace once in a while. I wouldn't 
be surprised if I’ve diggurbed the 
peace a few times myself. Swear the 
witness.” 

He uttered an epigram that went 
around the legal world when, in re- 
plying to a lawyer’s motion for an 
entry of nuno pro tune he re- 
marked: “I see your nunc all right, 
but where’s your tunc?” 

Although lawyers in Kansas City, 
St. Joseph and other towns on his 
circuit have had trouble with Judge 
Philips, he does not seem to feel 
that he has had much trouble with 
lawyers. 

“I have never had occasion to rep- 
rimand a jury or to fine a witness,” 
he says, “and in only one instance 
have I had to fine a lawyer. In that 
case, the fine was remitted two min- 
utes after it was imposed, for the 
lawyer saw his offense and offered 
the amende honorable.” 

RISONERS tried before Judge 
Lb Vhilips first have been im- 
pressed by his severity of ap- 
pearance, then surprised by the light- 
ness of his sentences. These light 
sentences have caused comment, not 
all of it favorable. They stil] tell 
in Kansas City how, when the grim 
Judge Isaac Parker of Fort Smith 
held court for Judge Philips, he re- 
jected indignantly the motions for 
stay of execution which the prose- 
cutor had been accustomed to make, 
and imposed sentences of three and 
four times the length of the Philips 
terms in similar cases. 

By this policy, and by the work of 
his busy hangman, Judge Parker 
ruled Western Arkansas and the In- 
dian Territory, and placed the fear 
of the law in hearts that knew not 
the fear of God or man. But Judge 
Philips has never deemed such rigor 
needful in his district. . 

“I don't want a gallows outside my 
courtroom. window, for prisoners to 
gaze on,” he declares. “I'd rather 
have a beautiful flower garden there, 


“The certainty of punishment, and 
mot its severity, is the strongest de- 
terrent to crime,” he argues. “Sent- 
ence a man to 10 years in prison, and 
you might as well kill him. In many 
cases, the sentence means that he will 
die in prison, and in every case you 
extinguish hepe. And when hope is 
) the best part of the man is 

ead. 

“I have given sentences of two and 
three years where I knew that other 
paages would have given cight and 
ean. 


“And I have found my policy juati- 
fed, in that the number of men whom I 
have to sentence for a second time 
have been very, very few. 

“Nor have I ever been able to talk te 
convicted men in the way that some 
judges do on imposing sentence, I do 
not see the good in denouncing a help- 
less, despairing man, telling him what 
& wretch he is, and sending him away 
with hatred and hell in his heart. In- 
stead, if I have anything to say to a 
man before prenouncing sentence, I try 
to make it an expression which will 
give the man hope and encourage- 


ment.

The Judge had a narrow escape, while 
holding court at Topeka a few months 
before his retirement, from having to 
do the thing he dreaded. A murder case 
which he would otherwise have had 
te hear was continued until the next 
term. 

The Judge, who is 6 few months pest 
his seventy-fifth birthday, kept a wait- 
ing list of candidates out of his place 
for five years by continuing for that 
length of time after the law permitted 
his retirement. The candidates thought 
he would withdraw early tn 1905, but he 
advised them not to neglect putting in 
their usual spring crops on his account.

OW many “queer” children, backward chil- 
H dren, children defective physically, men- 
tally or morally, so-called incorrigible 
children and little ones who from some accident 
of birth, environment or ill fortune have not had 
their chance, have been abandoned as criminals, 
imbeciles, hopeless dunces, vagabonds, and other 
undesirables, along the pathway of civilization? 

How many, do you suppose? Isn’t it horrible 
to contemplate, now that a remedy for much of 
that waste of humanity is being perfected? 

Special schools for the reclamation of such 
cases as just were mentioned, have been in ex- 
istence in St. Louis little more than two years. 
Their growth and success testify to the urgent 
need there was for such institutions. 

About 1 per cent of the general attendance en- 
rolled in the public schools is adjudged deficient, 
which means that heretofore probably about 300 
children have been discarded each year or per- 
mitted to drag on, to the hindrance and derision 
of their more progressive schoolmates. 

As it is, there now are seven special schools in 
the city which have for their purposes the modi- 
fication of abnormalities, development where there 
are deficiencies, the carrection of whatever con- 
dition of health, habits, environment have re- 
tarded the progress in school of individual pupils. 

It was Lombroso—was ft not?—who argued that 
insanity is closely related to genius in that both 
are but abnormal development in one direction, 
the one wrongly the other rightly directed? 

If this be true, the economic as well as humane 
value of these schools is manifest. 

“Everybody is a little queer save me and thee.” 
Some of the Sights in the 7 

Schools Pitiful in the Extreme. 
F YOU wish to visit these special schools as I 
| did in the company of so keen, so logical, so 
sympathetic a carrier as Dr. James Stewart, 
Supervisor of Hygiene, you would agree, I think, 
that the productions displayed as the result of 


. the year’s work struck an average of excellence 


that would compare favorably with many another 
school exhibit, though all sorts of maimed little 
hands, stinted little minds, or weak little charac- 
ters contributed to it, just as people not all of one 
pattern are required to make up the world. 
There were some pitiful, some patience-trying, 


humanity who had been subjected to the pre- 
scribed course of the special schools seemed quite 
hopeless, Progress had beem ever so little, and 
ever so slow, in some cases, but many were ready 
to “graduate into the grades,” who, the pity of it, 
would have been left behind two years ago before 
these special] schools were in effect. 

One little chap who has made up a year’s study 
at Special School No. 5, had languished for 
months in the first grade of a downtown school, 
stupefied with hunger. His teacher had not been 
able to comprehend his dullness until she detected 
him eyeing the lunch baskets of his schoolmates 
with the gaze of a ravenous wolf. 

A little girl in Special School No. 2, which is 
in the West End is a perfectly normal child, ex- 
cept that she was deprived of her hearing by scar- 
let fever when she was 3 years old, and is deaf. 
She is an affectionate, animated, jolly little girl, 
clever with her wits and her hands. She has 
learned to read the lips of all who speak to her, 
along with her other studies, and to fashion use- 
ful and artistic things with her fingers. I won- 
der how she would have turned out without the 
advantages, companionship and the association of 
normal, happy school life, which she woyld have 
been deprived of but for this system of special 
schools. 


Children Are Eager to Air 
Newly-Acquired Knowledge. 
HEN there are those irresistible little for- 
1 eigners in the Jewish and Italian districts 
at Special No. 4. It does require such in- 
finite patience on the part of “Missa Ma’tin” and 
her assistants to impart a little knowledge along 
with our strange. tongues to these new little 
citizens. At this school one small girl was en- 
tered by the police of the district with the label, 
“Incorrigible.” They could not keep her from 
mimicking everybody in sight, to the destruction 
of the peace of innocent passersby. At the school 
she promptly was nicknamed “Bertha Kalisch.” 

As a special indulgence she was: permitted to 
perform for me. The expression, the fire and 
fervor and dramatic quality she put into her imi- 
tation of some exciting picture show she had seen, 
improvising the words as she went along, need 
not have made her distinguished namesake 
ashamed of her. They had to terminate her pro- 
gram almost by force. She would not learn her 
lessons at the regular schools, they say. But if 
she is a defective child it seems to me a pity to 
corrupt her genius into mere ordinary normality. 

The average retardation in all the special 
schools is given as about four years, Defective 
vision, defective hearing, adenoid growths in the 
nose, malnutrition, lack of discipline and self con- 
trol; absence of early opportunities, hereditary in- 
fluences, some unnatural circumstance at birth, 
these are some of the most common causes of Te 
tardation. 

Individual attention of teachers selected for 
their peculiar sympathy and understanding and 
success in dealing with backward children is the 
remedy. The schoolhouses for the most part ate 
converted old residences, set in yards and gat- 
dens. They average 45 pupils and three or four

times appreciated was forcibly evinced 


when one little girl came to school with 
her new spectacles carefully wrapped in 
her soiled handkerchief. Asked why she 
was not wearing them, she replied: ‘I 
was afraid they would get rained on.”’ 

Decidedly the most difficult cases to 
benefit are those children who come 
from degrading environments. 

One child was supplied with glasses 
in charity and it was discovered that 
his father sold them as soon as possible 
for money with which to buy whisky. 
Another parent in comfortable circum- 
stances who had been warned that her 
child needed glasses paid no heed until 
the inspector, contrary to his custom, 
called at the home of the child. The 
mother morosely protested her child 
could get along without glasses. The 
child was called inte the. room and 
proved the defect in his vision by fall- 
ing headlong over a table as if he were 
walking in the dark. The mother was 
forced to admit then that her own 
sight and that of her husband was bad. 
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“But.” she said, ‘“‘No use 
Johnnie glasses yet and when he erows 
up he can wear his Papa's glasses.” 


Parents Are Hardest to Win 
to New Methods of Teaching. 

O the greatest difficulty has not 
been in the reclaiming of defi- 
cient children but in gaining the 

co-operation of careless, cruel or over- 
indulgent parents and imparting & little 
judgment to ignorant ones. And here’s 
where the department of hygiene gets 
in its work. There are laws laid down 
and can be enforced by the medical in- 
spectors of which there are five under 
Dr. Stewart’s superivision. 
The ideal condition, Dr.

home in connection with the 
school for children who are handicapped 
by their domestic environments. The 
next best thing has just been obtained 
through the suggestion and efforts of

sponsibility of overseeing and examin- 
ing into the physical conditions of the 
children while they are in the school 
room, these nurses will visit the homes 
of children whose parents do not re- 
spond to appeals from the inspectors of 
hygiene to attend to some physical de- 
fect of their child. They will get first- 
hand information of the social and hy- 
gienic conditions of the homes of pupils 
inccrrigible, or morally weak.

They will be able to suggest proper 
food, methods of cleanliness, better 
habits of living. They will determine 
the matter of fatigue, unfitness, un- 
natural dispositions, and advise parents 
or guardiahs of the need of medical or 
surgical treatment also advise them 
where free medical and ,dental clinics 
are, and free hospitals where children 
can be received. 

The special schools already show the 
elimination of the school “dunce.” For 
shame that cleverer people should have

than their joy because theirs was only 
the joy ef enjoying and his was the joy 
of bringing joy. He tried to tell them 
the next morning, when they were as- 
sembled for a half hour’s devotions, 
how he felt about it, but he could only 
say “I am just so happy—” and break 
off there for want of a word that would 
do. 

There was only one thing that he felt 
bad about. One of the boys had been 
bad and he guessed he would have to 
take that boy along when he drove 
away, down the road and over the hill 
to the railroad station, and take him 
back to his home in the hot, narrow 
street. But he didn’t want to do that. 
So he brought the bad boy up there on 
the platform and laid his hand on his 
head and talked to him as nobody had 
ever talked to him before. The boy was 
very sorry that he had done wrong and 
promised very earnestly that he would 
not do wrong again, and Mr. Wyman 
tried again to tell them how happy he 
was, and failed. 

The gingham girls and the little 
boys in blue stood outside the as- 
sembly hall and watched him as he 
drove away and as he looked back, 
just before he was lost to sight at 
the turn of the road, they waved their

There is one among the smaller 
boys who shares no tasks. He is Tiny 
Tim. Deformed by a mishap of his 
infancy, sham battles and sham vic- 
tories at the rustic bridge and on the 
far hillside are not for him, but he 
trails along on the army’s fringe and 
thrusts at imaginary foemen while 
the battle rages and cheers as loud 
as he can~ whekh the victory’s won. 
But there is one thing about it. 
There’s not a soldier in the army but 
would fight for Tiny Tim. Or shoul- 
der him and carry him up. the hill 
or across the stubble field, which is 
just as heroic and more practical. 

The girls do not fight battles but 
they sit in the shade under the .low- 
hanging boughs and make hats of 
leaves and fit them on straight, and 
many a fashion is set and many a 
fashion is followed in hats that are 


made of leaves. 
Twice a week, Tuesdays and Fridays, 


swimming time and the children know 
that it is.time to write letters home, 
to the mothers and brothers and sisters 
sweltering in the oity’s heat. They 
gather in the dining hall and for a half 
heur they are very still as they ponder 
the things that they will say and la- 
boriously set them down on the postal 
cards that are furnished them.

Missouri Naval Reserves went to Jef- |: 
City last night to confer with ]- 


ferson 
Adjutant-General Rumbold as to final 
arrangements for bringing the big mon- 
itor Amphitrite to St. Louis next 
month. Commander Roberts is asking 


j 


that the public contribute $5000 to pay | 


the expenses of a crew of 100 reserves, 
who are to take charge of the boat at 
New Orleans and sail it to this city. Of 
this amount about $1200 has been raised. 

At the conference the date on which 


the naval militia will leave St. Louis, 
the day on which it will board the ves- 
sel and the length of the northward 
crulse will be among the questions de- 
cided. . 

“If people would stop to think what 
the coming of the Amphitrite means,” 
said Commander Roberts, “‘they would 
hasten to subscribe the small sum of 
money required to bring it here. 

“Uncle Sam will spend $30,000 a year 
in St. Louis to maintain the boat. It is 
by far the largest ship that ever navi- 
gated the Mississippi, having 4000 ton3’ 
displacement, It is rated as a sevond- 
class battleship in the navy. Tare Ar- 
kansas, which was anchored at &t. 
Louls during the World's Fair, hud a 
tonnage of only 3000. 

“The great size of tne Amphitrite and 
her draught of 14 feet will cause the 
Navy Department to be directly inter- 
ested in the subject of deep waterways, 
as the plan is to keep the Amphitrite 
permanently-on the river.

VUESTION—What, Mr. Hearst, is 
your estimate of the present political 
situation in the United States? 

ANSWER.—‘“'Political Situations in 
these enlightened days of independent 
voting seem to me to remain in sus- 
pension until after nominations have 
been mate and platforms have been de- 
Clared; then the situations crystalize 
speedily into definite shapes according 
to the character of the nominations and 
the soundness and apparent s.ncerity 
of the platform declaration. 
say, therefore, at this time and at 
this distance that the Republican party 
seems to be developing a condition 
which has existed in the Democratic 
party for many years. The Republican 
party appears to be dividing into two 
factions, which oppose the other more 
violently than they eppose the Demo- 
cratic party, which has been for a long 
time distinctly divided 
progressive Demecrats and reactionary 
Democrats. The Republican party is 
now divided quite as distinctly into the 
same two classes. 

Sympathy Among Passengers. 

“There is naturally great sympathy 
between the progressive Democrats and 
the progressive Repub}picans, and a 
similar sympathy between the reaction- 
ary Democrats ‘and the reactionary 
Republicans. There is naturally a 
marked antipathy between the progres- 
sive Republicans and the reactionary 
Republicans, just as there has been for 
a long time between the progressive 
Democrats and the reactionary Demo- 
crats. “We have seen the Democratic 
radicals nominate a candidate and the 
Democratic reactionaries defeat him; 
then we have seen the Democratic re- 
actionaries nominate their candidate 
and the Democratic radicals defeat 
him. We are likely to see a similar 
state of affairs in the Republican party. 
The struggle is no longer between the 
so-called Democratic and Republican 
parties; it is between the progressive 
element in the whole community and the 
retrogressive element in the community. 

‘The division in the coming elec- 
tions is likely te be not according to 
parties, but according to principles— 
a consummation devoutly to be 
wished. It is generally admitted that 
the Republican party is in a bad way.

“IT belleve that the people of the 
United States have made up their 
minds. to secure political honesty and 
political progress. 

Both Parties tn Bad Way. 

“The HRepublican party and the 
Democratic party are BOTH in a bad 
way because neither one of them of- 
fers the people the relief and the re- 
form that the people demand. The 
people are dissatisfied with the Re- 
publican party and distrustful of the 
Democratic party. The result will de- 
pend upon how far the Republican 
party imcreases popular dissatisfac- 
tion with itself and how far the 
Democratic party decreases popular 
distrust of itself. 

“In the coming elections, !f the Re- 
publican party should take a reac- 
tionary stand and the Democratic 
party should take a progressive 
stand, I have sufficient respect for 
the sincerity of the Republican In- 
surgents to believe that they would 
vote with thelr progressive principles 
rather than with their retrogressive 
party. 

“If in the coming contests the 
Democratic party should take the re- 
actionary aestand and the Repub- 
lican party the progressive po- 
sition, I feel assured that the Demo- 
cratic Radicals will prove to be

Enough to Contain

BIRMINGHAM, Ala, June 25.—A 
box, heavy enough to have contained 
a revolver, delivered to Mrs. W. P. 
G. Harding, the beautiful young wife 
of this city’s leading banker, a few 
moments before she shot and killed 
herself, and five notes written by her 
and found clenched in her dead hand, 
are believed to hold the keys to the 
mystery of her self-inflicted death 
and that of Guy R. Johnson. The 
double tragedy has convulseq Birm- 
ingham. 

Johnson, who was former vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Alabama Consolidateq Cosl & Iron 
Co., a well-known clubman, and an 
intimate friend of Col. Harding, 
killed himself in the same manner as 
Mrs. Harding, a half hour after her 
death and after, it belleved, he 
had learned of her by tele- 
phone. 

The notes, 
husband, one each to 
mother and the fifth to a friend in 
Montgomery, were deliveregq to the 
nddressees without being read by the 
authorities. Nothing has been 
learned as to their contents. 


Chauffeur Delivered Box,

feur who delivered it at the Harding 
residence. 

“Did you know when Johnson killed 
himself that Mrs. Harding was also 
dead?” he was asked.

ROOSEVELT, JR. AT NEW HOME 
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STONE DECLARES 
AMERICANS CAUSE 
NICARAGUAN WAR 


Charges That Former Offi-. 
cial, Aided by State Depart- 
ment, Exploited Nation. 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—‘A former 
high official of the State Department 


now represents in this city an Ameri- 
can syndicate of financiers who seek to 
realize enormous profits by refunding 
the national debt of Nicaragua. This 
syndicate and former high official are 
getting all the aid and assistance of 
the State Department and administra- 
tlon in furthering their plans.’ 

Such was the sensational allegation 
made this afternoon by Senator Stone 
of Missouri in addressing the Senate 
on the present situation in Nicaragua. 

As a text for his remarks, Stone of- 
fered a resolution instructing the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations to inquire 
into what is now being done to pro- 
tect American lives and property in 
Nicaragua, whether the protection is ef- 
fective and if any step is being taken 
to adjust the claims of American citi- 
zens against the Republic. 

Says Americans Instigate Revolt. 

After sharply criticizing the State De- 
partment, Stone said that the present 
revolt, headed by Estrada, was insti- 
gated and has been encouraged by an, 
American syndicate of financiers who 
want to enrich themselves by controlling 
Nicaragua's ‘financial affairs. He de- 
clared’ that a former high State De- 
partment official represents that syndi- 
cate in this city, that no attention is 
given to protecting American citizens 
and property at Bluefields, and no at- 
tention is being given to other parts of 
the republic. 

“No protection of any kind,” Stone as- 
serted, ‘‘is afforded American citizens 
except those adventurers who are serv- 
ing in the revolutionary army, I doubt 
whether any sufficient reason hag ever 
existed for breaking off diplomatic re- 
lations with the Government of Nica- 
ragua as conducted by President Zelaya. 
No adequate excuse has ever come to 
my notice.” 

Stone’s statement angered Senator 
Cullom, chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, who replied that 
there is no State Department official 
now and has been none for many years, 
who does not perform his duties for the 
benefit of the American people aad from 
patriotic motives. He said the corres- 
pondence between the State Depart- 
ment and his committee has been ex- 
haustive and would eonvince anybody 
except the Senator from Missouri, who 
js also a raember of that committee, It 
was accepted as satisfactory by al! the 
other members. 

Declares He Has Pvidence. 

This irritated Stone, who retorted that 
in his opinion the State Department ne- 
gotiations are not sufficient or satis- 
factory. He could find nothing in the 
correspondence to answer the questiong 
he desired investigated py tne commit- 
tee.

TOLD BY GARDNER 


Took Money From Insurance 
Company’s Fund, Which 
Was His, He Says. 





PAID COUDREY $25,000 


Witness in Receivership Pro- 
ceedings Says He Bought 
Auto for Himself. 


The legal disturbances in the Conti- 
nental Life Insurance Co. and the In- 
ternational Fire Assurance Co., from 
which Congressman Harry M. Coudrey 


retired recently after selling his inter- 
ests for $25,000, have revealed a remark- 
able story of high finance. 

Harry B. Gardner, who, with Coudrey, 
was the original incorporator of the 
two companies, is defending them 
against receivership proceedings brought 
by Walter J. Miller, president of the 
organizations. Miller, in turn, is being 
sued by Gardner on a note for $20,000 
alleged to have been given to him by 
Miller. With the money taken from the 
funds of the company, which Gardner 
said was due him, and which this note 
represented, Gardner says he paid Con- 
gressman Coudrey to retire as president 
of the companies, vacating the position 
for Miller. 

Gardner Admits He Was Bankrupt. 

Gardner's deposition was taken Fri- 
day in the offices of Attorney John 8. 
Leahy in the Carleton Building. Leahy 
is attorney for Miller. A transcript of 
the testimony reveals interesting finan- 
ciering. Under oath, Gardner made thea 
following assertions: 

That Coudrey refused to resign 
unless he were bought out, and 
finally agreed to qnit for $§25,- 
000. 

That Miller saiqd he would pay 
Coudrey if appointed to his job, 
“but when it came to a showdown 
Miller didn’t have a cent.” 

That Gardner kept two sets of 
books, one of them at his heme, 
for his own personal use. 

That Gardner regarded the com- 
pany’s surplus funds as his per- 
sonal property. “The whele 
fungd was my fund at that time.” 
said he. “All fumds were mine 
as trustee and fiscal agent.” 

That when the companies were 
organized none of the promoters 
had any money, and he (Gardner) 
was in bankruptcy. 

That he (Gardrer) asked Cou- 
drey to resign, and gave him this 
advice: “EAther pay your debts or 
‘go into bankruptcy.” 

Coudrey Contradicts Gardner. 

Coudrey, when told by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter in Washington yesterday that 
Gardner said he paid the Congressman 
$25,000 to get out of the companies, ex- 
claimed: 

“If Mr. Gardner said that he gave 
me $25,000 to retire from the presidency 
of the insurance companies, then he has 
in this case, ag in others, lIied.’’ 

Gardner’s deposition shows that he 
collected, approximately, $160,000 in 
commissions for the sale of stock of 
the International and Continental com- 
panies, some of which he _ spent for 
agents who assisted in the sale. 

He said he and Congressinar Coudrey 
were the original incorporators of the 
Continental and International compa- 
nies. Others were: C. Porter Johnson, 
W. H. Dudley, William V. Steel, F. X. 
Geraghty, John B. Carroll, W. R. Hite, 
Felix Cornatious, Allen Hamilton and 
Mr. Grant of Grant, Carroll & Kennedy. 
: Leahy Reises an Issue. 

Gardner said none of these man had 
advaneed any money to the companies. 
He also said Coudrey had advanced 
none. 

“IT paid all the promotion expenses and 
expense of getting charter,’ said Gard- 
ner. “I advanced it for the company. 
I did not pay it; somebody had to ad- 
vance it, no one could put up any.” 

“At that time you were in bank- 
ruptcy, were you not?’ Attorney Leahy 
asked. 

“I was adjudged a bankrupt.”

“Yes. I will say I never, loaned any 
money. Involuntary proceedings were 
put against me, and were sustained.

After asserting that the Republican 
organization was whipping the insur- 
gents into lina, and forcing Roosevelt to 
keep his mouth shut, and that a general 
effort would be made to carry Missouri 
this fall, Francis made the declaration 
that he had re-entered politics primarily 
for the purpose of redeeming Missouri 
from Republican rule. 

He said the party welfare was para- 
mount to his personal ambition, and 
that whether he was elected or defeat- 
ed, he woghd spend the rest of his life 
_ working for Democratic principles. 

“JT am & candidate for the United 
States Senate and that only,” he de- 
clared. “Ne man has a right to nom- 
inmate me for any other office. I have 
mever deceived the people of this 
‘State and no man has the right to 
question my motive when I say that 
T am a candidate for Senator only. 
If it should develop that my candi- 
dacy was hurting the party I would 


willingly step aside.” 
He declared the whole character of 


the Government would be changed in a 
few years if the Republicans continued 
in power and charged that the trusts 
Were a direct outgrowth of Republican 
pelicies. Me said under the present 
. System an aristocracy of wealth was 
being rapidly bullt up. 
Opposes Central Bank. 

“TI am opposed to the central bank 
idea,” Francis said. ‘“‘The West is now 
paying too much financial tribute to the 
Fast. I was in New York a few days 
ago and when I am there I always meet 
‘financial men with whom I do business. 
They were complaining about the injunc- 
tion suit President Taft had filed in St. 
Louis to prevent the railroads from 
raiging rates and charging that the peo- 
ple were going to take control of the 
railroads. and hold the owners respon- 
sible for their operation. I told them I 
was out of patience with such talk. 

“Tt said to them: ‘You people have 
lost political supremacy of this coun- 
try and you are going to lose finan- 
clal and commercial supremacy unless 
you stop crying “wolf” every time 
a measure is proposed in Congress 
that effects your interests. You try 
“ to frighten the people to strengthe 
yeur stocks, and business {8 affected 
by your threats of panic. I am tirec 
of hearing you cry “wolf.” If you 


don't stop it we will keep our money 
out of New York, and you will not 


have enough to do business.’ 
“Keep Money at Home.” 

“J want to impress upon the peopie 
of the West the necessity of keeping 
their money at home and establishing 
the fiwancial and commercial suprem- 
acy of this section of the country. The 
party that arrays against property 
merely becavse it is property is not 
going to succeed. We must distinguish 
between legitimately accumulated prop- 
erty and property acquired by privilege. 
"We must build great financial and man- 
- @facturing institutions in the West. 
“I want to see the Democratic party

take up these constructive policies. I 
am tired of hearing it called an organi- 
zation of calamity howlers.”’ 

The most startling feature of Reed's 
speech was a bitter and dramatic at- 
tack on the Federal judiciary, especia!l- 
ly the court at Kansas City. It was 
made at almost the precise moment that 
Judge Philips was retiring from the 
bench and his successor was taking the 
oath of office. 

In. effect Reed charged that the 
Federal judiciary is dominated by 
the special interests, particularly the 
railroads. 

“In twenty years in Kansas City no 
man has been able to obtain in the 
Federal courts a personal injury 
judgment against a railroad com- 
pany,” he said. “Federal judges are 
appointed for life by the President. 
No man should be permitted to sit 
on the Federal bench for more than 
six years without having to answer 
back to the people. We cannet change 
the system without amending the 
Constitution, but if I am ever in a 
position to aid in striking down thaé 
system I will help to do it with all 
my might. 

Reed Speaks on Graft. 

A keynote of Reed's speech was graft, 
which was in keeping with his support 
of Folk for President. 

Some of the passages in. which Reed 
denounced graft, and in which ae linked 
the tariff with the idea of graft, were 
as follows: 

“The question that commands the at- 
tention of the Amefican people today is 
the eradication of graft, fraud, favorit- 
ism and crime in the conduct of public 
business. The leprosy of corruption has 
extended to every department of the 
national government. These villainies 
hae grown into a system. 

“The people are demanding a return 
to the principles of cemmon honesty. 
The partnership between government 
and graft must be dissolved. 

“Recent events have shed a flood of 
light upon the dark and croeked paths 
pursued by those who have made the 
Government at once the tool and part- 
ner in a system of tribute and spoil, 
levied against the citizen. Frem com- 
mon larceny to legalized graft the 
gamut has been run. 

The national administration is servile 
to the monopolies. Even the great 
newspapers ef the country did not pos- 
sess sufficient influence to write the 
schedule on wood pulp. The pen may 
be mightier than the sword, but it is 
no match for the Paper Trust. 


“Tariff Is a Graft.” 

“Tariff ia a graft, pure and simple— 
perhaps a better phrase would be, a 
graft, impure and complex. In plain 
language, it {is a scheme to compel all 
the people to pay from 25 to 75 per cent 
more than the reasonable and natural 
cost of all manufacturéd. articles. 

“Truly, this is the age of graft. We 
haves become so much accustomed to its 
presence that we are no onger indig- 
nant. The hair shirt which we once 
regarded as an instrument of torture 
now tickles the vanity and is pleasing 
to ‘the flesh. 

“I am a lawyer by profession, and I 
have the utmost respect for our courts, 
but after having seen the evils of a Fed- 
eral judiciary appointed for life, I am 
ready to cry out against it.’’ 

“William H. Taft as the special agent 
of the Government purchases the Friar 
lands in the Philippines, in total, 725,006 
acres, at $16 per acre; William H. Taft, 
as President, permits the sale of 55,000 
acres, the cream and core of the lands, 
to the Sugar Trust at $6 per acre. 

“The transfer of these lands to the 
Sugar Trust at .anmy price was a 
crime against the rights of the people, 
The sale at the price named smacks 
of criminal fraud worse than that 
practiced by the same Sugar Trust 
when {t bribed its poor employes to 
rob the Government of its revenues. 
It will now be in order for the Sugar 
Trust to plead in extenuation of the 
tariff frauds that it needed the 
money to buy more Government lands 
in the Philippines.” 

Reed and Francis arrived in Platts- 
burg on the same train.

Dr. Brewer's telegram announcing her 
coming waa receivéd in St. Louis Sat- 
urday afternoon at 5:30), a half heur 
after the company’s offices closed. The 
message was not received by the com- 
pany until Monday morning.

Divorce Cases 
Involving Children 


Tos rights of the parents are 


In 


always secondary to the wel- 
fare of chf€dren involved in a 
divorce sult. 

Every such case must be decided 
upon its own merits, for no two 
cases are alike. 

The law recognizes the father as 
the custodian of the child, its nat- 
ural guardian, but the well-being 
of the child makes it imaperative 
that the circumstances surround- 
ing each case be considered in or- 
dering its future. . 

A young child needs a mother’s 
care. A mother must be a pretty 
bad woman if she will not care 
for her own children. There is 
something in a mother’s heart 
which exists nowhere else. 

All things being equal between 
the father and mother, it is cus- 
tomary for judges to award the 
child to the mother, giving the 
father the privilege of visitation. 











Judges Kinsey and Shields of the 
Circuit Court have found that there 
‘gs probably no matter which judges 
are called upon to decide which is 
more delicate than that of awarding 
children, involved in divorce suits, 
to one of their parents. 

Father or mother—which? 

This is the ever-present question 
in a case of this kind. Sometimes 
even one look or one action may 


father or the mother. 

While the written law recognizes 
the father as the custodian and na- 
tural guardian of his child, the fudge 
who has the disposition of it is fre- 
quently called upon to exercise Solo- 
monic wisdom in ordering its futwupe. 
Instinctively his mind reverts to the

‘IT know,’* said Judge Rigg with some 
hesitation, “that certain persons will 
say I am not making the fine as much 
as I should. But in view of Chief 
Gottselig’s feeling that he is being 
persecuted instead of prosecuted, I 
shall assess his fine at $20 and costs.” 

On a similar charge, to which Gott- 
Selig pleaded guilty two weeks ago, he 
was fined $100 and costs. He promptly 
appealed from Judge Rigg*s decision 
and furnished $300 bond to appear for 
trial next fall before Judge Bandy, in 
the City Court. 

Chief Saw Gambling Split. 

Peter Radcliff, a saloonkeeper, who 
gave testimony before the grand jury 
which led to the indictment of Chief 
Gottselig and five other men, known 
as the “Big Six,” or gambling trust, 
was the leading witness against the 
chief. 

“One night,” he testified, “Gottselig 
came into my saloon while Fred Fu- 
ger, the ‘slot machine king,” was pay- 
ing me my part of the proceeds from 
a gambling device in my place. The 
Chief looked on until we had finished. 
understood what we were doing, but 
did not interfere. Then he said: 
‘Come on, boys, and have a drink on 
me,’ ”’ 

Radcliff was corroborated by Harry 
Manion, who was in the saloon at the 
time, and said he was included in the 


Chief's invitation to accept his treat. 
Saloon Man Leaves Town. 


Radcliff described the working of a 
slot machine. One drops in a nickel, 
he said, after betting that the in- 
dicator on a revolving dial will stop 
at a certain number. Prizes ranging 
from 10 cents to $2 are hung up for 
certain numbers, he said, while others 
are blanks. Usually the bettor loses, 
according to the witness. 

Fuger, alleged to be one of the 
“Big Six,” was indicted with Gott- 
selig. 

Edward Parry, a saloon man, indict- 
ed Thursday for operating a slot ma- 
chine, left town Monday when the 
grand jury met and has not since re- 
turned. At 2 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing @ van drove up to the back door 
of his place agd was loaded with 
everything moveable in the saloon, in 
cluding $300 worth of liquors, $50 
worth of cigars and a $2650 cash regis- 
ter. Only fixtures which were nailed 
down were left behind. 

The authorities attempted to trace 
the van, but found that no clews had 
been left behind. Parry is said to be 
in Gary, Ind., although he said be- 


fore leaving that he was bound to 
Chicago “to take the baths for rheu- 
matism.”

“Interim Receipts” of Land 
Company and Bank Basis 
of Paper’s Charges. 





Statements published in the Rural New 
Yorker, a farm journal of wide circula- 
tion, are made the basis for suits for 
alleged libel] aggregating $560,000, which 


B. G. Lewis has filed at Clayton. They 
are against the Rural Publishing Co. of 
New York, H. W. Callingwood, its pres- 
fadent, and other officers. @ 

One suit of Lewis for $70,000 act#hl and 
§90,000 punitive damages is based on the 
reading matter which Lewis alleges ac- 
companied a reproduction of the “‘in- 
terim receipt’ issued to a FE. G. Loomis 
of Cambridge, N. Y. Lewis charges that 
in reproducing the certificate, the Rural 
New Yorker failed to publish words and 
printed matter on the back of the re- 
ceipt which would have shown Lewis to 
have faithfully performed every trust 
and obligation imposed on him by the 
receipt. 

Clipping in Petition. 

Lewis incorporates in his petition as 
part basis for suit, a clipping from the 
Rural New Yorker, which purports to 
review the history of one of the Lewis 
“interim” receipts: The clipping reads. 

We herewith present a reproduc- 
tion of one of E. G. Lewis’ famous 
interim receipts. The history of this 
case is typical of Mr. Lewis’ form 
of operation. This receipt reached 
us wth the following letter and 
statement: 

“I wish you: would include my 
Claim of $1822.29 against E. G. Lewis 
with your others. The original ac- 
count was received in certificate of 
the Development and Investment Co. 
in the following amounts:”’ 

(Here follow amounts on various 
certificates, with interest and 
a pass-book balance of $107.41, total 
$1822.29) “‘The circular calling those 
certificates in, January, 1909, made 
me believe that these would be paid 
at once. I forwarded the eight cer- 
tificates, which were all past due. 
and the pass-book, and requested a 
remittance in cash, in accordance 
with the promises in their circular 
letter. 

No Cash Forthcoming. 
“Instead of sending me the cash 
they sent me this interim receipt. 
And when I called their atten- 

_tion to this I received a letter, 

dated Oct. 5, 1909, stating that 

the matter would be settled with- 

in 60 to 90 days. Since then I 

have been unable to get any reply 
to letters. 

“The certificates were of course 
simply notes, but besides the in- 
terest on them the holders were 
to receive a share of the profits 
from the Development and In- 
vyestment Co. at the end of five 
years from the date of certificate. 

“All my certificates matured, 
that is, were five years old. The 
last one matured February, 1910, 
and shall be glad if you can 
help me get settlement. 

“E. G. LOOMIS. 

“Cambridge, N. Y.'’ 

On receipt of the papers in this 
case we wrote Mr. Lewis demand- 
ing settlement of this overdue ac- 
count, and told him frankly that 
no excuse or apology would be ac- 
cepted. He has had the use of 
Mr. Loomis’ money for more than 
five years. The netes which were. 
issued in acknowledgment of remit- 
tances are all past due, and a de- 
mand for payment has previously 
been made by Mr. Loomis. 


Calls Circular Illusive. 

Lewis’ cunningly worded and elu- 
sive circular, calling in the notes, 
Was a counterpart of the _ trick 
worked on Thomas Reverdy White 
of Stockport, O., as reported in R. 
N. Y. of May. 14. The enly differ- 
ence being that Mr. White’s note 
was issued in exchange for deposit 
in Lewis’ defunct bank. 

Mr. White refused to send the nete 
direct to Mr. Lewis. He had it 
presented for payment through his 
bank. Mr. Loomis on the ether 
hand loaned this money outright 
and direct to Lewis on. his alleged 
certificates or notes with the as- 
surance of interest and participa- 
tion in the profits of the 
Development and Investment Co. 
Mr. Loomis .accepted his circular 
calling in the notes and promising 
either cash or stock in the Trust 
Co. in good faith and forwarded the 
certificates with statement of their 
amounts and interest and expected, 
as promised, a prompt remittance 
for them. His disappointment and 
chagrin may be imagined when he 
received the interim receipt, 

Fee Is Disputed.

Roosevelt’s Son Describes 
How He Snapped Lion 
With Camera. 


THEN HE _ KILLED 


Family Council Will Deter- 
min What Boy’s Future 
Shall Be.

NEW YORK, June 2%—“I haven't 
made any plans for the future,” said 
Kermit Roosevelt. His meaning was 
of the immediate future. No one who 
has watched the White House youngs- 
ter, so long and so comfortably in the 
lime light, can doubt that he has plans 
of some sort, certainly aspiration for 
that larger future lying’ beyond any 
question of returning or not returning 
to Harvard. 

Would it be unreasonable to think 
of the strenuous son of so strenuous a 
futher, for so long a time under the 
searching Ulumination of the same pub- 
lic attention and scrutiny, as thinking 
now and then of “his father’s foot- 
steps?’’ ; 

Kermit Roosevelt will be heard from. 
He is built that way. 

That Kermit should have developed 
into a real hunter is not the least sur- 
prising to those who have followed his 
career to kilts to kniokerbockers and 
» thence to “long pants.”’ His liking for 
the chase was made manifest many 
years ago and under circumstances that 
would have struck terrer to the heart 
of the average American father. But 
nét to the Colonel, however, and this 
may account for the bond of sympathy 
that has ever existed between him and 
his father. 

“Kill Him!” “Scalp Him!” 

The chase referred to had to do with, 
the reception given at the White House 
in honor of Prince Henry of Battenburg 
and his suite. The royal guest and his 
staff officers, escorted by the German 
Ambassador and his many and gayly 
decorated attaches, had just entered 
the White House reception hall, where 
President Roosevelt greeted them, when 
blood-curdling shrieks rent the. air. 
Cries of ‘‘Kill him,” “‘Scalp him,” “Show 
him no quarters,’’ and the like, heralded 
the approach ef a troop of young sav- 
ages as they tumbled pell-mell down the 
main stairway. All were in gaudy In- 
dian raiment with the exception of a 
badly scared, white faced little chap, 
the son of a diplemat who was spend- 
ing the day with the Roosevelt children. 
He was the lone pale face and the game 
was to selze him, no matter where, and 
kill him, scalp him, and show him no 
quarter. 

As it happened the chase, led by Ker- 
mit, was brought to a sudden end as 
the badly scared lad dgrted between the 
legs of Prince Henry, who became en- 
tangled in his trailing sword and nearly 
did a back semersault then and there. 
But the Indian band, nothing daunted, 
pounced upon their quarry in true In- 
dian fashion and the royal guest thus 
had his first glimpse of home lige be- 
neath the roof tree of the “first gentle- 
man in the land” and the foremost ad- 
vocate of big families. 

Sprouts a Mustache. 

But all is different now. Young Mr. 
Roosevelt has sprouted a mustache and 
has brought dewn more queer specimers 
of big game than any two out of a 
hundred of the most seasoned big game 
hunters who have shot their way 
through the jungles of Africa with years 
of experierce behind them. 

“Yes, I had a corking time,” said 
Kermit, apparently unconscious that 
he was borrowing one of his father’s 
pet expressions. “It was all 80 en- 
tirely new to me and so entirely dif- 
ferent from what I had anticipated 
that I find it almost impossible now 
to realize that I had looked forward 
to this trip months before we set 
forth.” 

Kermit’s interviewer soon realized 
that his work was cut out for him, 
for this youngster is by no means 
garrulous, and it was only by dint 
of a question here and another there 
that any sort of continuity could be 
adduced. 

“You see I had had a pretty good 
training for this trip at the hands of 
my father’s old friend and guide, Seth 
Bullock. I have hunted with him in 
the Black Hills and I have killed 
grizzlies there, but even this ferocious 
beast is tame when compared to the 
lion, elephant, tiger and rhinocerous. 
Then, too, the manner in which the 
beasts of the jungle are hunted is so 
entirely different from the hunting we 
get in the Rockies that there is no 
comparison. In this country we hunt 
with smal] parties; there we had a 
small army of bearers and they are 
absolutely essential to the success of 
the day’s hunting.” 

Ermcounters First Lion. 

Here young Roosevelt lapsed into 
silence and for some time vouchsafed 
Only monosyllabic replies. He fairly 
bubbled over with enthusiasm about 
his home-coming and tried to veer the 
conversation into that channel. But 
he wag led back to the jungle and 
then, reluctantly, he told of his first 
real thrill when surrounded by African 
dangers. 

“I think it was the first lion we 
encountered that stirred me morc 
than anything else,” he said. “You 
know every boy who has lodéked for- 
ward to shooting big game has pic- 
tured to himself. his first encounter 
with a lion. Well, I am no diiferent 
from the average boy in that respect, 
for this lion was just as big and 
just as ferocious as the one I had 
carried in my mind’s eye. But for 
all that I got him and I got a 
mighty fine snapsact of him with 
my camera as well.” 

“Do you mean to say you tock a 
photo of the liou before you took a 
shot at him?” saske4 the astenishet 
interviewer. 

“I certainly 414,” came the quiet 
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en at very close range, or with any 
requests ‘to look pleasant, please.’ 
nevertheless it turned out to be a 


mighty good picture. One of the best 
in my collection, in fact.” 


Kermit was much more ready to 
discuss his work with the camera 
than that with the rifle. When told 
that it had been currently reported 
here that he was a far surer and 
quicker shot than his father, he 
shrugged his shoulders with almost 
foreign expressiveness and mur- 
mured: 

“That's perfect rot.” 

“One of the most exciting exper- 
fences I had,” he said, “was when 
treed by a herd of stampeding ele- 
phants, from which vantage I got 
some really splendid pictures. I also 
got several pot shots at the herd and 
brought down a splendid bull.” 

“Rumor has it,” the writer hazarded, 
“that your attentions to Miss Ruther- 
ford, the stepdaughter of Wiliam K. 
Vanderbilt, foreshadows interesting an- 
nouncement from that young woman’s 
mother.” 

But this time young Mr. Roosevelt 
dropped his mask of reserve and in no 
uncertain terms let it be known that 
he did not desire to be further ques- 
tioned along these lines. 

“Did Paris Thoroughly.” 

“T’d like to know who started that,” 
he said, and to judge by the flashing 
eye, tense lips and firmly set jaw, the 
chances are the author of this inter- 
esting bit of gossip could be made to 
regret his words if indeed he was not 
compelled to swallow them. 

“We did Paris thoroughly.” young 
Roosevelt continued. “Saw all that was 
worth seeing, fairly reveled in the art 
galleries and met scores of interesting 
people.” 

Step by step Kermit retraced his steps 
over the route he and the members of 
his family followed in their hurry-up 
trip over Europe. Berlin, he said, deep- 
ly impressed him, and there, too, he 
met many old friends. 

“What do you think of the Kaiser?” 
he was asked. 

“Oh, he was fine! Great!” said Ker- 
mit. “And, strange to say, he was ex- 
actly as I had pictured him. He is a 
splendid man and every inch the ruler, 
And more to the point, he looks it. 
“as for looking forward, I haven't 
made any plans for the future,” Ker- 
mit said briefly. 

He was not at all centain whether 
or not he will return to Harvard and 
finish out the course interrupted by 
his departure for the Afritan jungle. 
These points will be taken up at fam- 
fly council as soon as the travelers 
have had a ehance to breathe, for 
since their return they have hardly 
had a moment to themselves. 

The future of Kermit Roosevelt is 
of real interest to the average Amer- 
ican, for this youngster has been 
more or less in the limelight since the 
day he first went to Washington, 

Reared from early youth to the 
more strenuous side of life, he is 
proving an apt pupil of his father. 
His tastes in many respects are 
similar to those of the former Presi- 
dent, and it would not in the least 
surprise his friends if he enters upon 
a literary career. He has been a 
close companion of his father, has al. 
ways been interested fri his sports and 
pastimes, and in these has attempted 
to excel] his teacher.

GAUS WANTS $500,000 FROM 
47 INSURANCE COMPANIES 


He Was Arrested in Connection 
With Planing Mill Fire That 


Cost a Life. 


A suit for $500,000 damages was filed 
yesterday. in the Circuit Court by Harry 
G. Gaus against Henry C. Henley. presi- 
dent of the St. Louls Fire Prevention 
Bureau, and 47 insurance companies of 
the United States, Germany and Eng- 
land. -The suit is based on the arrest 
ef Gaus 13 months ago in connection 
with ‘the burning of the H. Gaus & Sons | 
plaining mill at 2100 North Main street. 

Gaus wag arrested four weeks after 
the fire and was released the next day 
when no evidence. was found upon 
which to base a prosecution. It was 
shown, according to the Fire Prevent- 
tion Bureau, that someone had plugged 
the automatic sprinklers in a way that 
made them ineffective and hampered 
the firemen. John Walz, 62 years old, 
an employe of the mill, lost his life 
in the fire. 

Gaus was a clerk and stockholder in 
the companny, and is a son of the 
company’s president, Former Counctl- 
man Henry Gaus. He dilleges that he 
was held in an uncomfortable cell at 
the police station 12 hours, and asks 
$250,000 punttive damages, and a like 
amount for actual damages.

KILLS HIMSELF 


Bandit Prefers Death to Cap- 
ture, Two Comrades 
Are Wounded. 








By Associated Press. 

LYNN, Mass., June 2%.—Three ban- 
Gits, armed with automatic magazine 
revolvers, today shot and killed Thomas 
A. Landragen, a shoe manufacturer: 
fatally wounded J. H. Carroll, a police- 
man, and ran away with a bag con- 
taining $5000. Carroll died shortly aft- 
erward. 

An hour later one of the bandits was 
dead from a self-inflicted wound, a 
second was in the hospital with five 
bullet wounds, while the third was un- 
der arrest. Abraham Lyons, whe was 
wandering through the woods, was shot 
in the thigh by one of the robbers, 
who mistook him fer a pursuer. All 
but $7 of the money was recovered. 

Shot Without Warning. 

Accompanied by the peliceman, Lan- 
dragen was going from the bank with 
money ferthe employesat Welch & 
Landragen’s factory. The robbers were 
Close behind and soon two of them drew 
magazine revolvers and began firing. 

The manufacturer fell dead with a 
bullet threugh his brain. Officer Car 
roll staggered a few steps down the 
street, then dropped unconscious. The 
wound from which he died was through 
the left temple. The third robber seized 
the money bag, while the bandits who 
had done the sheoting made a demon- 
stration with the revolvers, waving back 
all those who gave evidence ef any 
intentien to interfere. Finally they ran 
after their comrade. 

Girl Foils One Bandit. 

A horse belonging to Miss Bessie Bak- 
er was being held by a groom in front 
of the Baker home. One of the robbers 
grasped the horse’s bridle and threat- : 
ening the groom if he interfered, started 
down the street. Misg Baker ran out 
of the house, threw her arms around the 
horse's neck and held on. The bandit 
thereupon dropped the bridle and fled. 
Reaching the summit of High Rock, 
the bandits divided the money. Then 
they separated. Police and citizens dis- 
oovered one of the bandits in a thicket. 
Several shots were fired at him, and 
the fugitive returned tle fire. Called 
upon to surrender, his answer was to 
send a bullet through his brain.

JUDGE AWAITS CALL 





Believed That Mistrial Will 
Not Be Declared for Sev- 
eral Days at Least. 





CHICAGO, June 26.—Eleven for con- 
viction to one for acquitta] of Legis- 


lator Lee O’Neil Browne on the charge 
of bribing Representative C. A. White 
to vote for William Lorimer for 
United States Senator, was the divi- 
sion attributed to the jury today at 
the end of the second day of futile 


deliberation. 
At midnight, thé court room was 


closed and the jurors formally locked 
up for the remainder of the night. 

Judge McSurely sent word that he 
would open court at 9 o'clock in the 
morning for the purpose of receiving the 
verdict if one is reached. 

A widespread rumor, to which consid- 
erable credence was attached in spite 
of lack of official authority for its repe- 
tition,- stated that one man had 
stood out all day for acquittal, against 
the pleadings and arguments of his as- 
sociates. The jury, it was said, had 
stood 11 to 1 since 8 o’clock last night. 

“If only one man is standing out,” 
said State’s Attorney Wayman, who 
remained in his office most of the day, 
“then it is a certainty the other ll are 
for Browne’s conviction.” 

Judge MoSurley betook himself to the 


during the evening ‘‘on call’’ in case a 
telephone message should iaform him his 
presence was needed in hi ‘courtroom. 
Detectives Watch Spectators. 
The 12 jurors remained in their room 
on the fourth floor of Criminal Court 
Building and were guarded jealously by 
two bailiffs. Detectives from the State’s 
Attorney’s office watched the crowd of 
visitors whom curiosity or other motives 
had drawn to the courtroom. Other de- 
tectives were present in the Interest of 
Defendant Browne, and none of the 
personal actors in the scene was able to 
reach a telephone, go for lunch or make 
other move without being trailed. 
Browne himself was on hand. He 
smiled as he chatted, but assumed a 
defiant mood when interrogated re- 
garding his indictment at Springfield 
by the Sangamon County grand jury. 
Judge McSurely indicated no intention 
of dismissing the jury in case of failure 
to agree before Sunday, but, on the 
contrary, it was understood that he 
would keep the 12 men together for an 
indefinite period, probably well along 
into next week, if they did not report a 
verdict sooner.

St. Louisan Is to Become 
Chief Engineer of the 
U. S. Army. 
HAS FAITH IN RIVER 
Always Maintains That There 


Is Eight Feet Between 
Here and Cairo. 





The nearest thing to naval war ever 
@ren on this part of the Mississippi has 
been a slot machine raid on an excur- 
gion steamer, or a girls’ button-snip- 
Sing contest on the deck of a visiting 
monitor or torpedo boat. On the other 
hand, this is a fairly good town for 
land battles. 

But in the workings of what a good 
old lady once called an “unscrupulous 
providence,” and as part of the general 
wisdom with which we are governed, 
eur local constabulary has been left 
40 struggle with the Bottoms Gang 
and Egan's Rats, while the Mississippi 
River is under the authority and pro- 
tection of the United States War De- 
partment. 

That is why everything that {fs to be 
@one to, for or concerning the river, 
from a few wagon loads of riprap to a 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf channel, has to be In- 
spected, vised, sanctioned and O K'd, 
both going to and coming from Con- 
gress, by the Chief Engineer of the 
United States Army. 

Bixby Will Handle Pians. 

And if W. K. Kavanaugh and Tom 
Levelace can get the engravers to fig- 
uring on designs for the waterways 
bond issue, and can charm away the 
fears of the “pork barrel’ felt by a 
certain exalted personage, and satisfy 
the same personage as to the care of 
his beloved Ohio river, all before Dec. 
37, 1918, the man who will then handle 
the plans going and coming will be our 
fellow townseman, just now bidding us 
farewell, Col W. H. Bixby. 

He will be Gen. Bixby when he gets 
to Washington a few days hence to 
head the army engineering corps. On 
‘the Gate named, three and a half years 
hence, he will be 64 years old, and our 
Government, in the wisdom aforemen- 
tioned, retires its army engineers at 
that age.

Or sit down On a Forest Park bench, 
wait long enough, and you may see 
the Colonel’s new bicycle carrying him 
on a farewell spin, threading in and 
out amid a rush of. motor cars, and 
having ehough narrow escapes to satis- 
fy Capt. John Berry. 

It is Col. Bixby’s proud boast that he 
has been bicycitng since 1867, when they 
used to have the kind of bicycle that 
would run only down hill. For years 
he propelled a tandem over the asphalt, 
until he Could find no one to sit on the 
front seat. Since then he has ridden 
singly and has succeeded tn avoiding 
any incident which might result In the 
reappearance of the often-used head- 
line, “Aute Used as Ambulance,’’ or 
the other equally well known caption, 
“Joy Riders Hit Man; Flee.” 

Easily Made Riding Test. 

And yet, when the Roosevelt order

tion in view of his new position and 
authority—and he replies by a refer- 
ence to the Mississippi. River Com- 
mission’s report on the project. This 
is a volume of something like the di- 
mensions of a doghouse, 

But when the matter is approached 
in a more roundabout way, as a mat- 
ter of biography, Col. Bixby will tell 
how, back in the ‘eighties, when he 
was stationed at Wilrdington, N. C., 
he wrote an afticle on the need for 
waterway improvement and got him- 
self editorially scolded by the New 
York Sun, while he was tgwored by 
most of the other papers of the 
country. 

“l] held then, and I have ever since 
held,” says the future chief of army 
engineers, “that waterway improve- 
ment was essential to industrial de- 
velopment. But I believe today that 
the decline of river traffic is not the 
fauit of the river itself; or of the 
Government, in so gar as its work of 
improvement is concerned. 

“Put the Mississippi anywhere in 
Europe, just as it is, and it would 
be used and made more valuable than 
any of the busy rivers of Europe is 
today. 

“The continent of Europe has no river 
to compare with “the Muississip for 
commercial purposes. Neither ste ae: 
ube, the Rhine, the Rhone nor the Volga 
ls its equal. And yet they carry a vast 
tonnage and stheir rates and those of 
the railroads are so adjusted that each 
gets its proper share of the transpor- 
tation business, 

“IT am glad to see that Mr. Kava- 
naugh, in the announcements of his 
new river transportation company, 
agrees with me as to the great business 
possibilities of the river in its present 
state. I am glad, too, that he is em- 
phasizing the need for suitable river 
terminals. ' 


Railroads Take River Fronts. 
“All along the European rivers the 


terminals of the steamboat lines are 
connected with those of the railroads, 
and there are all the needed facilities: 
for storage, loading and unloading, and 
transfer between the steamers and 
freight cars. But on the Mississippi 
there are such fatilities at only two 
points—St. Paul and New Orleans. At 
all the other important ports, and at all 
that are likely to become important, the 
railroads have taken up the river front 
space. They will not put in the facili- 
ties for river traffic, and they will not 
let anybody else do it. 

“Then, too, we have no harbors on 
the Mississippi. When the ice comes, 
the boats have to take their chances 
with it. Nature gave us the site for 
a splendid harbor on the East Side, 
but instead of making a harbor there, 
the people of Hast St. Louis are pro- 
ceeding to treat their creek in a man- 


of ocean steamers sailing up the Mis- 


sissippi atid the Illionis through a 
deep water channel to Chicago? 
think they could go up, but I don’t 
know how they would ever get back. 
Navigation downstream is a more 
dificult matter for big craft than 
navigation upstream. And I believe, 
if both ways were open, that navi- 
gators would prefer the St. Law- 
rence route from Chicago to the 
ocean rather than the proposed 
Mississippi route. 

“Notice an ocean liner entering the 
outer harbor of New York. Does she 
sail boldly in at full speed? No, she 
takes a pilot and crawls into the bay, 
although it is twice as wide as the 
Mississippi and much deeper than the 
Mississippi ever will be,” 

Col. Bixby ts a Yankee by birth, 
brought up in sight of Bunker Hill 
monument, He was a West Point man 
and taught in the Academy after his 
graduation In '73. He was commissioned 
a captain in °83, and was in charge of 
the government engineering office at 
Wilmington for eight years. in the 
followig six years he was successively 
in charge of the Atlantic Coast light- 
houses and Ohlo River improvement. 
From 1901 to 1907 he was in charge of 
work on the great lakes in various 
branches, 

To Control Big Expenditures, 

In his new post as chief engineer, he 
will supervise the expenditure of many 
millions—the $62,000,000 inclyded tn this 
vear’s river and harbor bill, and all 
the added millions that Congress can 
be scared into appropriating for for- 
tifications. 

He has been president of the Missis- 
sippi River Commission for two years. 
In the commission’s boat, ‘‘Mississippl,"’ 
which was President Taft's flagship 
last fall, he has made two journeys 4 
vear on the river, so as to see it at 
high -water and low water. 

“A magazine writer who had been 
down the river in a houseboat accused 
the commission of not knowing the 
river,”’ the cojonel remarks. ‘The fact 
is that we know not only what is on 
top of the river, which is all that he 
saw from his houseboat, but we know 
what is down under the river's sur- 


face. And that is what counts.”

SHAW DECLARES. 


OUSEVELT ISA 
MYSTERY OR SHAM 


If Ex-President Isn’t Hiding 
Greatness He Is Big Bluff, 
Author Says. 


Special Correspondence From London 

Bureau eof the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, June 17.—George Bernard 
Shaw said to the New York World 
and Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“Mr. Roosevelt is either the great- 
est mystery or the greatest sham of 
modern times. Even I, with my pre- 
science fail to fathom him. 

“ “He is supposed to be a great man, 
but I can find no attributes of great- 
ness about him. If he is considered 
great by the eighty’ millions of peo- 
ple over whom he ruled then I can 
only suppose that he is great. Apart 
from this, I can find nothing which 
he has either said or done which 
makes for greatness. 

“His utterances are of the most 
elementary order: ‘God is love, 
‘honesty is the best policy,’ and ‘pro- 
crastination is the thief of time,’ is 
about the best that Mr. Roosevelt can 
do. They are dear old phrases to ve 
found in every copybook and I am 
left wondering whether Mr. Roose- 
velt’s imagination ends here. I can 
only say that unless his inner mind 
is a little better than the outward 
mind he shows us he must be a very 
ordinary creature. 

Viewed From Other Side. 

“On the other hand Mr. Roosevelt 
has apparently ,done things which an 
ordinary creature could not do. Per- 
haps he clinches his arguments with 
the toe of his boot. I do not know, but 
I fancy it must be so. Otherwise his 
success cannot posSibly be explained. 

“You want to know what I think of 
his big game shooting exploits? All I 
can say is that as far as I am person- 
ally concerned I regard them as hor- 
rible. 

“Of course if I had been President of 
the United States I should have done 
very differently. The supposition, how- 
ever, that I could have ever become 
President of the United States is a sup- 
position which argues a perfectly un- 
thinkable commonsense instantly on the 
part of the people of America. Still 
if I had been President I should have 
indulged in a different kind of sport. 
I should have organized a battle of 
‘dpitalists. It would have been splen- 
did fun to see the bosses of the trusts 
drop one by one beneath my gun. 

“Then when I had finished I would 
have ‘been most deservedly lynched. 
Still, being the leader of forlorn hopes, 
[ should have attempted it. 

“President -Roosevelt naturally knows 
too much to attempt any such thing. 
He knew perfectly well when he was 
President that it would have been ri- 
diculous folly on his part to try to im- 
prove the American government. He 
would have been howled down and prob- 
ably killed. He contented himself with 
educating people up to the belief that 
‘God is love,’ ‘honesty is the best 
policy,’ and that the last thing which 
is necessary is change of any sort or 
description. 


Hears of Third Term. 
“TT am told that after Mr. Taft has 


served~his term of office Roosevelt will 
become President again. He will then 
tell the American people that he is not 
only the best of Presidents, but that 
the destinies of America can only be 
intrusted to the house of Roosevelt. He 
will be crowned Emperor amid the 
plaudits of 80,000,000 of people and Ker- 
mit Roosevelt will reign after him. 

“That is, of course, if my surmise is 
correct, and that Mr. Roosevelt has 
anything in him at all. It is, how- 
ever, very difficult to gauge his char- 
acter. He veils his personality beneath 
a cloud of the commonplace. And, if 
he had not apparently done a great 
dea] I should regard Roosevelt as the 
most ordinary and childish average 
man. So far as I can see he has never 
done anything which could not be 
thought of by the most ordinary schoo] 
boy. 

“Ag I said at the beginning, he is 
either an unknown quantity or the most 
colossal bluff the world has ever 


known.”

Reports from Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondents at these centers show that 
the year’s corn crop will be the great- 
est on record. In the counties men- 
tioned nearly 8,000,000 bushels of.corn 
havé been planted, which, at the pres- 
ent market price, is valued at $4,800,000. 


Wheat Crop Short. 
While there is complaint of. the wheat 


crop in St. Charles, St. Louis, Madison 
and Jersey counties, the large yield of 
oats, hay, rye. barley and potatoes has 
more than offset the deficiency. 


Last year was a banner one for the 
farmers immediately tributary to St. 
Louis, but 1910 promises to surpass 
all records. 

ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 


Following are the reports recetved 
from the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ents: 

Farmers in St. Louis County. ex- 
pect a wHeat crop of approximately 
400,000 bushels, or about 120,000 bush- 
els less than a year ago. The de- 
crease is due to the severe winter 
and the inroads of the Hessian fly: 
There was an enormous corn crop to 
offset this, however. 

The truck gardens, which are be- 
cuming more plentiful in St. Louts 
County every year will produce more 
than $3,000,000 worth of vegetables. 
The crup of melons and berries prob- 
ably will be up to the average. Great 
damage was done to the orchards 


by the frosts in May. 
ALTON. 


The farmers in Madison and Jersey 
Counties have great éxpectations as 
to the outcome of the corn crop which 
promises to be the best in years. It 
is estimated that the yield will be from 
5) to 60 bushels per acre or more. This 
following closely upon the discovery 
of only a half yield of wheat which is 
now being reaped and which is not giv- 
ing over 20 bushels per acre gives much 
ercouragement in addition to the fact 
that many farmers fortunately plowed 
their wheat under in the spring for 
corn when they saw that the crop was 
to be a failure. 

Rain Good for Bugs. 
The potato crop will be good but not 


winter weather nourished the potato 
bugs and destroying insects without the 
accompanying growth of the tubers 
underground. 

The melon crop im the American 
bottoms will be fair although three or 
four weeks late, due to the freezing 
of the young shoots which sprang up 
a week or so before the late cold spell. 
The fruit crop is poor, the buds being 
frosted although a few orchardists have 
reported growing fruit from second 
blossoms. Grapes, gooseberries and 
other small fruits also suffered. On 
Missouri Point, opposite Alton, several 
hendred acres have been planted in 
onions which will yield several hundred 
bushels per acre,

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MILLIONS WAITING | 
INVESTMENT IN 
SECURITY MARKET 


July Dividend Money—Over 
$200,000,000—the Lar- 
gest on Record. 


NEW YORK, June 25.—The New York 
Evening Post, in its copyright weekly 
financial review, says: 

A few days hence the July dividend 
money will be poured into the market, 
and before the half yearly adjustment 
is completed some two hundred million 
will be distributed. No such vast sum 
wag ever disbursed at this season be- 
fore, amd the question comes up, what 
will the public do with its surplus? lt 
was anewered in 1904, a year of low se- 
curity prices, when Wall Street loan 
rates were about as easy as they are 
today, by broad buying and general re- 
vival in the bond list. Usually the pub- 
lic defers purchases until the crop pros- 
pects can be accurately forecasted and 
the real facts are known concerning 
wheat and corn. Similar caution may 
be displayed this year, because of the 
unsettliement caused by the week’s ad- 
vices from the primary markets, where 
wheat prices have been soaring in re- 
sponse to the damage attributed to ex- 
cessive. heat and lack of moisture. While 
the injury has probably been exagger- 
ated, the fact that the news has caused 
serious misgivings may make it difficult 
to satisfy the investor that no wheat 
shortage is in sight. If he has any fear 
on thig point, or believes that the situa- 
tion is really critical, he will deposit his 
surplus and wait more settled condi- 
tions before buying securities, no mat- 
ter how attractive the investment re- 
turn at present prices may be. 

It i@ unfortunate therefore that 
there should have been such @ com- 
motion in the grain markets at this 
particular time, The situation in 
the Northwest is not as bad as it has 
been painted. 

The larger acreage in sections

All Classes Suffer in Slump, 
Choice Steers Less Than 
Other Classes.

A continuance of heavy cattle runs 


the past week broke the market sharply. 
Barring few classes, the trade wound 
up in demoralized condition, while the 
market recorded the lowest level of the 


year this far. 

The least decline was scored on the 
choice of prime steers, such as sold at 
$8@8.40, they suffering but a dime. The 
rank and file of good to choice grades 
landing between $6.75@7.75 closed 25@40c 
lower, while bulk of the common to 
pretty good killing steers under that 
price settied fully 50@75c. 

The worst feature of the trade was the 
cow and heifer market. Bulk of sales in 
that department ranged 50@7ie lower 
while many of the grassy, slippery heif- 
ers were $1 lower. The price was ho 
temptation to local buyers whatever and 
salesmen have had to solicit exterior 
demand and were forced to carry their 
holdings from day to day before they 
could find sale for them. The canner 
cow market, however, did not decline 
more than 25c, but that was due to the 
fact that country buyers cleared most of 
them at that level. Killers were asking 
a@ greater concession. 

The bull market closed 25c lower. Veal 
calves settled 25@50c under the previous 
week. Yearlings and heretics sold at a 
25c decline. 

In sympathy with general conditions 
affecting the market country buyers 
forced the stocker and feeder market 
25@40c lower. This, too, was done with 
@ moderate supply. The slump in fat 
cattle in most cases accomplishes a low- 
er price level for stock cattle. Stock 
cows and heifers while in rather active 
demand closed up om a quarter lower 
level. 

Owing to the decline on killing cows 
of 50@75c, milk cow buyers have operat- 
ed accordingly taking off $2 to $3 from 
prices current two weeks ago. 

Many Quarantine Cattle, 

Receipts of nearly 800 cars of quaran- 
tine cattle last: week was a potent 
factor in bringing about the sharp con- 
cessions in values. Heavy supplies of 
Texas and Oklahoma grass stuff has 
sold poorly throughout the period and 
countrymen in forcing the market the 
past two weeks with such liberal sup- 
plies have done so to their own disad- 
vantage. 

Steers, which predominated, were 
largely common to good grass and caked 
fed steers, selling at $5.50 down, and 
prices for these sorts closed 50@75c lower 
and fully 75e@$1 lower than 10 days ago. 
The very best steers were not over 23@ 
85c lower, but there have been so few 
to sell over $6.50 that in reality the %@ 
3c decline was of minor consequence 
compared with the sharp loss of the 
others. 

She stuff and mixed lots, while not 
plentiful by any means, felt the influ- 
ence of the poor market and deals 
among those kinds averaged 25@35c low- 
er and trading dull at the values. 

Hiogs in Midweek Slump. 

The supply of hogs, while fairly good, 
was not as large iast week as the week 
previous, nor hardly as large as the 
number received during the correspond- 
ing week a year ago. The hogs aver- 
aged good in quality and there was 
plenty of weight, but the hogs with 
weight were not the best sellers by 
considerable, as the demand was for 
the strictly good grade pigs and lights. 

The market the first two days was 
good and some better than the close of 
the previous week, but the mid@le of the 
week saw a change and prices took a 
tumble. On Tuesday the top was $9.% 
and the bulk of the hogs sold at $9.00@ 
9.70, while on Wedneeday the highest 
price was $9.60 and the bulk of the hogs 
sold at $9.35@9.45. No hogs weighing 
more than 200 pou:nds sold higher than 
$9.45. 

After the middie of the weex the ‘mur- 
ket was inclined to be a little irregular, 
but showed very ilitie change in prices, 
The good medium and ‘heavy hogs which 
usually are the best sellers and bring 
the highest prices sold 15@25c under the 
top of the market. Shippers were very 
anxious for the good pigs and lights 
and were willing to pay for them. 

Sheep in Week-End Decline. 

The supply of sheep was but little 
more than half as large as the numbet 
received jast week. On account of the 
break reported iast week, but few sheep 
were expected and the supply was real- 
ly larger than was realiy necded, and 
while the fat sheep and lambs so!d well 
the first two days, after that they were 
slow sale and pfices were off %c on 
the pest and still more on others.

Drouth Causes’ a° Violent 
Upswing in Wheat Dur- 
ing the Week. 


The annual crop scare in the North- 
west made its appearance during the} 
past week. Prices on wheat, on the 


leading exchanges, rose over 6 cents 


per byshel in two days, then lost part 
of the advr-ce just as quickly, when 
rain temporarily relieved the drouth 
and heat in the threatened territory. 
Prices, however, closed materially hign- 
er than the preceding week’s finals. 

While the trade believes that some 
damage has been done to the North- 
western crop, it also holds the opinton 
that the injury has been grossly exag- 
erated. 

In addition to this the winter wheat 
crop is approaching harvest under most 
favorable conditions and Texas and 
Oklahoma wheat has already reached. 
the market. 

The yield indicated by the Govern- 
ment’s report of June 1 of 406,000,000, 
has probably not been appreciated. This 
compares with a yield @ year ago of 


446,366,000 bushels. 

The reports of experts placing the 
loss in the three spring wheat states 
at 60,000,000 bu. for the week received 
attention while the market was ad- 
vancing, but lost its force as a bull 
factor once the selling side became pop- 
ular, 

Even with this loss admitted, the 
trade points out, that the increased 
acreage planted in spring wheat is suf- 
ficient to almost make up for the de- 
creased vield, especially as the Govern- 
rent crop report of June 1 of 92.8 
showed the entire spring wheat crop in 
such excellent condition. 

With the increased acreage of 1,349,000 
the yield indicated is 30,€00,000 bu. over 
last year, when the production was 290,- 
823.000 bu. 

Liverpool and foreign markets failed 
to follow the pace set by domestic mar- 
kets, being influenced by generally fa- 
vorable conditions abroad, as well as 
being skeptical as to the actual] extent 
of the Northwest crop damage. 

Good rdins in Russia and the Argen- 
tine where badly needed were also a 
bearish influence and partially offset 
more bullish weekly statistics abroad. 

The European visible shows a decrease 
for the week of 4,560,000 bushels, against 
1,712,000 bushels last year. Total stocks 
in Europe and afloat are 78,996,000 bush- 
els, against 638,024,000 bushels last year. 

Bradstreet visible showed wheat east 
of the Rockies decrease 2,928,000 bush- 
els, Canada increase 328,900 bushels, 
United States and Cansda decrease l,- 
700,000 bushels. Afloat and in Europe 
ecrease 4,600,000 bushels. Total decrease, 
6,300,000 bushels. Corn decreased 1,224,- 
oo bushels. Oats decreased 1,036,000 
bushels. 

Chicago contract stocks of wheat are 
1,534,000 bu, a deerease for the week of 
439,000 bu, and the trade is again talking 
congestion in the July delivery should 
unfavorable harvest weather prevent 
the movement of the new crop. 

There is a great deal of variance in 
the views of the trade over the move- 
ment of the new crop. Many believe 
the price will guide the wheat growcrs, 
claiming the farmers will not sell below 
a doHar. The majority look for a good 
movement below that price—from %5¢ to 
“0c, if the European buyer can dictate 
the price. 

Usually there is a large movement af- 
ter the crop is ready to be marketed. 
There are always many farmers who 
sell more or less of their crup, the 
renters, who cannot carry over. 

Oklahoma and Texas have raised 
larger crops than ever before, exceeding 
last year's by over 20,000,000 bu, and 
neither State has the facilities to store 
such large amounts, so they are now 
pressing their sales. 

During July,- 1909, the receipts at the 
principal winter wheat markets were 
11,000,000 bu, and during August 19,000,000 
bu, making a total of 39,000,000 bu, but 
this great movement was at higher 
prices in the markets than usual, 

For the same months in 198 the 
movement was 28,000,000 bu, when the 
cash price of contract wheat in the 
Chicago market was l0c to 2c lower 
than in 1909. 

The exports of wheat and flour from 
this country continue small. The total 
for the past eleven months its nearly 
39,000.000 bushels less than for that per- 
od of the 1#8 crop, and over 71,000,000 
bushels smaller than of the 1907 crop in 
that time. 

This country will do well to export 
$6,000,000 bushels of the 199 crop. 

For the eleven months of the 190 crop 
ending May $1, 1910, these exports were 
81,979,979 bushels. compared with 111,- 
9,06) bushels of the 1908 crop and 153,- 
“$3,000 bushels of the 1907 crop. 

The trade is also confronted with a 
very large carry-over. The Jatest re- 
rort by the Chicago Trade Bulletin, 
shows that 49,000,000 bushels in wheat 
and flour was :n sight on June 1, nearly 
16,000,000 bueheis larger than the year 
before. 

The difference between the avaliable 
supplies of 1910 and 1°09 for July 1, will 
be probably about 15,000,000 bushels, the 
total on that date last year about %9,- 
000,009 bushels, compared with 24,000,000 
bushels on July 1, 1908.

The race was in doubt 
until the finish, and even then the 
crowds did not know which crew won. 
By the time the crews swung by the 
judges’ boat darkness had settled over 
the broad bosom of the Hudson. 

Cornell followers took it as a good 
omen when their four-oared crew gave 
them an opportunity of sending their 
voices. ringing across the river on the 
first race of the afternoon. The four 
had an open-water advantage at the fin- 
ish, after leading over the entire course. 
Syracuse made a plucky bid for honors 
in the last half mile and beat out Co- 
lumbia. As the Columbia quartet gave 
their oars a final push thelr shell cap- 
sized and they were thrown into the 
river. All were pulled out Iittle the 
worse for their impromptu bath. FPenn- 
Sylvania staggered in last. 

Great cheers greeted the opening 
victory of the Ithacans. But the 
shouts were redoubled when the Cor- 
nell freshmen eight repeated the trick 
and scored a clean-cut victory over 
their four rivals. 

Columbia bafely managed to save 
second place, Syracuse coming with 
@ great rush from thé rear to within a 
few inches of the blue and white. 
There was a hard fight for last place 
between Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. 
The Badgers were well up in the 
early stages of the race, but they 
weakened near the finish and the 
Quakers got fourth place. 

With each successive victory for the 
Cornellians, the enthusiasm of the 
students and alumni increased, be- 
yond proportions even. Then, when 
the up-State varsity eight put on the 
finishing touches by a victory, Cor- 
nell'’s day was complete. It was a 
popular victory. 

Cornell finished the course in 20m.

OVERSIZE TIRES. 


CONSUME POWER 


Expert Says Burden on Motor Is 
Increased T hough Blowouts 
May Be Fewer. 


Some of the tire manufacturers are 
advising owners to use larger tires, 
while others say that this has its dis- 
advantages. Theo. Weigel of the Dia- 
mond Rubber Co. has some ideas on 
the subject which will prove of great 
Diamond tires equip 15 of the 
contesting and official cars of the 
Glidden tour. He says: 

“It has not been the experience of 
owners that the substitution of larger 
tires, as, for example, 5-inch for »%- 
inch tires, increases the tendency to 
skid. Changes to larger sizes are rec- 
ommended only on cars where the tires 
Properly loaded 5-inch 
tires will not skid any more readily 
than properly loaded 4%4-Inch__ tires. 
Skidding is influenced very much more 
by the relation of the power transmit- 
ted by the rear wheels to the weight 
which these wheels are carrying than 
by the size of the tires. This is shown 
by the fact that the car which has the 
l@st rear axle load skids most readily. 

“On the other hand, it is doubtless true 
that a large tire wastes more power 
than a small one. This waste of power 
will be particularly noticeable on hills. 
A car will climb a hill faster on 3-inch 
tires than on 5-inch tires. But the 
waste of power is not at all in direct 
ratio to the size of the tire and is hard- 
ly noticeable in a comparison of 4%-inch 
tires and 5-inch tires. 

“On increase of diameter, however, 
from 24 inches to 3 inches, for instance, 
would probably produce a@ very appre- 
clable effect on the hill-climbing ability 
of a car on high gear. A car which 
would, on high gear, negotiate a given 
Bit with difficulty at 20 miles per hour, 
on 34x4%-inch tires would probably not 
be able to go up at all if %x4%-inch 
tires were substituted. 

‘For ordinary work large tires on the 
front wheels present no greater diffi- 
culties in steering, but in the case of 
racing cars running at extreme speeds 
a small tire handles better than a large 
one. 

“From the point of economy, tires of 
a larger diameter will develop more 
mileage at a given cost. Increases in the 
cross-sectional size are unquestionably 
very profitable, therefore, in cases 
where an overloaded tire is replaced by 
one of adequate size. In such cases 
the average mileage secured repays the 
difference in cost severa] times over.”’

I have seen dances aboard ship in midoeean, where the laughter 
drowned the music and the swish of the waters warmed cold strangers 
into eternal friends, sometimes even to lovers; military balls where girls 
and officers danced to the big brass band as if they would dance no more 
and must compress all life’s merriment in a single, unforgettable night; 
college dances where everyone talked nonsense and sang and laughed 
and whirled so madly that all sense seemed to fly from head to feet. 

I have seen, too, Neapolitan peasants breaking into their beautiful 
rhythmic dances as naturally, as harmoniously, as the sea rippled at their 
feet; while every passerby hummed ‘“‘Santa Lucia”’ to the tinkling of 
guitars and all eyes turned towards the Bay of Naples, stretching beyond 
in its blue eternity; and Greeks returning prosperous from America at 
the sight of their black hills and legended islands stamp in merry groups 
as their warriors did on the slain; or, formed choral cycles that still 
wreath many a vase of ‘‘unravished loveliness.’’ ButNever have I seen 
such dull, sad, lethargic mechanics as these St. Louis girls and young 
men went through in their brief hour of respite. In the athers, the pain 
of existence was forgot, in theirs it was accented. And they revealed, too, 
the untruth of much of the chief insipid ‘‘realism’”’ that falsifies with 
erude humor and flashy flamboyancy their utterances and their life. 
They don’t talk at all, or what they say is deadly commonplace, trivial 
and immaterial. They have no point of view; the eye is blinded through 
following the needles of the machine. 

There is a literary ‘‘bum’’and‘‘tough”’ that Edward Sheldon in ‘‘Sal- 
vation Nell,”’ that Jack London and Mrs. Hodgson Burnett in her impos- 
sible ‘‘Dawn of a Tomorrow”’ have manufactured, but he cannot be 
found except in their highly colored pages. The Cherry mine disaster 
in unearthing the letters written by the dying miners, ignorant emi- 
grants, exposed the literary fakery of ‘‘tough”’ literature. For the fare- 
well messages scrawled in soot were grave and quiet, full of dignitv and 
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despair, simply but not slangily éx 
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ressed, in English that might have 
fiat an early Lincoln’s. But how 
will they write when fictionized; ri- 
baldly with oaths, with vulgar epi- : 
thet and ridiculous, out-of-proportion affecta- 
tions. 

Utterly humorless was the intereourse of 
these young, dull-eyed, hard-featured and 
heavy-footed girls, with their cheap, lurid-col- 
ored, cotton dresses, ill-fitting, ill-hung, and their 
huge coils of coarse, false hair, and their constant munch- 
ing of gum. Equally uncommunicative were the cheap, 
flashily-cravated young men who read only the sporting 
page, whose relaxation is ‘‘trying to make a mash’’ and whose se | 
business in life is to hold his job and keep on in debt. I wonder, curi- 
ously enough, if they ever read of themselves in that saffron literature 
that purports to reflect them. Absolutely unindividual as a swarm of 
flies. I sought ‘in vain for the fac tory girl in romance; the sweet, re- 
fined face—the plaintive pleading eyes—the lily trying to upraise its 
slender white beauty from the pond—but I found nothing but compla- 
cent coarseness. . 

In another part of thé city charity workers were convening to up- 
lift them. The mockery, the irony of it! Why try to cleanse a stream 
at its end and ignore the source? Were they not industrial slaves, 
chained to the galley that some Prince of Power might ride in all the 
glory of his purple, not won hy deeds or greatness, but only by the 
shrewdness of buying cheap and selling dear, they would not beso dulled 
and take their pleasure so unrefreshed. But nations have their 
myths, and our biggest fabrication, the one we hug the tightest, monster 
of untruth though it be, is that we are a free pre and high and low 
each spends his life solely in the pursuit of life, liberty and happiness. 
And yet they pay a nickel—‘‘money refunded if gent can’t get a lady”’ to 
take mechanical exercise, after ten hours of crouched, crowded darkness; 
too tired even to flirt; the girl too weary to be a coquette; the man too 
hardened by the grind to play the gallant. Think of that O, Midas of the 2 ae

$300,000 by George W. Chapman, a $12-a- 
week clerk, who had been assured that his 
stealings would be turned into millions in 
faro games.

TROSNIDER, known to the pro- 
fession and the police as 
“Big Lem,” the handsomest 
and most impressive ‘con 
man’ in the business, who 
says that he has made close 
to a million dollars in his 
time by trimming his fellow 
swindlers, and who boasts 
that it never was necessary 
for him to look for his vic- 

tims among the honest, and says that he is no 

worse than his brother gamblers who work in 

Wall street, gave forth the ‘following bit of 

philosophy: 

“A gucker is born every minute, except in New 
York, where the birth rate is one every 30 sec- 
onds. Little old New York is the place par ex- 
cellence in which the confidence man may exer- 
cise his talents with the most profit, and not 
upon visitors from the rural districts either. 

‘“l am willing to go on record as stating that 
no man who has been duped by myself, or other 
men on the outlook for other people’s money, 
through the practice of my specialty, would have 
been so mulcted unless he had larceny in his 
thoughts.” 

Strosnider is well known in St. Louis. Several 
years ago he was here trying to work a land 
deal in the Southwest. William Desmond, then 
Chief of Detectives, had him arrested every day, 
and while “Big Lem” was paying big money for 
a suite at the Southern Hotel he was never al- 
lowed to sleep in his bed. He spent every night 
in a cell and was released in the morning, only 
to be arrested again in the afternoon. This sort 
of thing soon drove Strosnider out of town. 

“It has always been a matter of wonder to me.”’ 
said former Chief Desmond, “how easy it is to 
take the money away from the big crooks. They 
are regular ‘come-ons’ when they arrive a: spend- 
ing their money. When a high-class thief makes 
a big pot of money somewhere there are a lot 
of other thieves framing up schemes to take it 
away from him. 

“Every crook has something or other that he 
‘falls for’ himself. It may be faro or the races or 
women or a scheme to make a million in a 
swindle, He never keeps what he gets very long. 

“A few days ago a man came into my office 
and asked me for some money. I recognized him 
for a thief, but coula not place him at once. I 
gave him a piece of money and he thanked me 
and asked me if I did not remember him. I told 
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“Then along came a professor with a 
scheme to make silver enormously increase 
ttself by means of a secret chemical process.” 
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him *‘ recalled his face, and he told me his 
name. ‘Oh, yes, | recollect you now,’ I said. ‘I 
arrest you in a pawnshop 22 years ago over 
on that corner.’ 

“‘*Yes,’ he answered, ‘but it was 24 years ago.’ 

“That man made an awful lot of trouble for 
the police in his time. He was a house painter, 
and put in his nights climbing porches into 
houses. Sometimes he committed four or five 
burglaries in a night, and he was not caught 
until 1 found him pawning a stolen enameled 
watch studded with diamonds, of Which | had a 
description. 

“TI asked him how he was getting along, and 
he told me that he was getting old (he was 64) 
and that he was down and out. He told me he 
was too old now to turn a trick and keep out 
of the hands of the police. 

“ ‘Chief,’ he said, ‘I have stolen enough jewelry 
and money to fill this room, but not a bit of it 
stuck to me. Evéry dollar I got was taken away 
from me over the fare tables.’ That’s what hap- 
pens to most of them. They go broke at gam- 
bling, either cards or horses, or they sive it

away to women who are smarter than they, or 
some other thief takes it from them, to in turn 
lose it to the gamblers or the women, and so it 
goes. Stolen money remains in a regular merry- 
go-round ‘once it gets among thicves. 

“The farmers are the hardest men in the world 
to swindle nowadays. As a usual thing they are 
better read men than those in the cities. That is, 
they read closer. They take the city news- 
papers and the magazines, and when the weather 
is bad they have nothing else to do but read. 
There is not a trick of the swindlers they do 
not read about the moment .t is pulled off in 
some city and the newspapers print the story. 

“Greed, high-class greed, gets « lot of the 
smartest men in the bus.ness of getting your 
money. The Wall] street fellows take it from the 
widows and orphans in stock manipulation, and 
along comes a fellow who takes it away from 
them by the carload in a bigger manipulation, 
and he, in rotation, has it snatched out of his 
hand in a crooked frame-up to make a billion 
or two. Everyone will remember the story of 
Charles C. Dickinson, the former president of 
the Carnegie Trust Co., in New York. 

“Dickinson had grown from a poor boy to a 
multimillionaire in jig time. He had taken a lot 
of his money out of Wall Street. Then along 
came a professor with a scheme to make silver 
enormously increase itself by means of a secret 
chemical process. He wanted someone to finance 
the scheme, promising there would be no limit 
— amount of money that could be made out 
of it. 

“The wizard who had made a fortune out of 
the Wall Street fellows ‘fell for’ it, and died from 
the effects of breathing poisonous gas inhaled 
while the professor was ‘showing him.’ You 
ep get a farmer to go against a thing like 
hat. 

“The success of the Maybray gang was due 
entirely to this weakness of human nature, which 
is strong in some men, to take money away from 
others by hook or crook, particularly the latter. 
Not one of the ‘Mikes’ who was swindled by May- 
bray but went into the game to swindle some- 
one else, and they were ‘double-crossed’ by a 
maety capable swindler. That’s all there was 
oO it. 

“T recall the case of a jeweler in this city who 
was known to the police as a ‘ence for stolen 
goods. He was the shrewest man in his business. 
yet he ‘fell for’ the gold brick game. I'd like 
to see the farmer nowadays tiat would do that. 

One day a couple of crooks went to him with 
a round-bottomed chunk of gola that evidently 
had been melted in a crucible. Taney told him to 
test in in every way, .o bore it wherever he 
would and as many times as he saw fit.

OWA’S victims of the white 
I plague annually number at 





least 2000, while in other 
states the death rate is as 
great in proportion to the 
population. Yet within the 
reach of the peorest and most 
lowly of those upon whom the 
white plague has fastened it- 
self lies the only cure of the 
disease when discovered in 
its inciplency, and even in the more advanced 
cases. 

Surprised to find a loss of weight of 20 pounds 
from normal, the writer consulted a physician, 
and he pronounced our case tuberculosis. There 
was’ manifest the hectic flush, the night sweats, 
the dry and hacking cough, with an occasional 
spitting of blood in the morning. 

“You must leave the country before August,” 
was the physician’s order after, his diagnosis. “I 
will not answer for you {f you do not. I would 
advise you to find employment at your profession 
in New Mexico or Arizona and prepare to spend 
the remainder of your days there.” 

Of New Mexico and Arizona, with their old ruins 
and traces of a prehistoric civijization, we had 
read, and hoped some day to see—when fortune 
smiled. But the thought of leaving friends and 
loved ones was not a pleasant one, and as it 
~meant going among strangers, and possibly a hard 
fight to again win a place in the world for our- 
selves, it seemed an almost impossible thing for 
us to consider. 

“There is no medicine known to the medical 
profession which will stop the ravages of the ais- 
ease,” was information gleaned from the physi- 
cian in the consultation. ‘‘And the cure, if cure 
there is, lies in amy method which will build up 
the patient and make the system strong enough 
to throw off the disease. Start at once to sleep 
out of doors.” 

A small tent was first chosen as a sleeping 
place, and as we are blessed with a wife and two 
children it was impossible for us to sit down and 
fold our hands. There was work to do in order 
to earn the daily bread, and it was of such a 
character as to leave us little time to worry over 
our condition. And we are thankful for it, for 
we believe that 90 per cent of the victims of tu- 
berculosis are frightened at the thoughts of the 
disease, for the physician's diagnosis is the read- 
ing of their death warrant. 

A tonic was suggested by the physician, and 
for that topic we were given a concoction of cod- 
liver oil and creosote. In oraer that we might 
have an ample supply, the prescription written 
ealled for a quart. Cod-liver ofl in itself is un- 
pleasant and dirtssteful, and mixed with creosote 
it is mede still more unpalatable, if this be possi- 
ble. 

Having faith in the physician, we made an 
honest and earnest effort to take the ton'c, but 
it became more and more unpalatabie with each 
dose, and finally our stomach revo:t«d altogether, 
particularly following breakfast, when the in- 
-ternal spasm was far from a pleasant one. As a 
result, we usually worked through the morning 
hours without food. So out into. the back yard 
went what remained of the quart of cod-liver oi! 
and creosote, and we vowed we would face death 
bravely, if need be, but would not take a concoc- 
tion which was rank poison to us. Plenty of 
fres:, .oilk, rich cream and raw eggs were pre- 
scribeu, and this diet was a satisfactory one, with 
~aamagy that improvement was noticed from the 

ret. 

The first tent we used was nothing more than 
@ canvas stretched over a small cot which had 
been swung between two trees, and which was 
raised two or three feet from the ground to 
allow a free circulation of air, the main object 
of the canvas being to keep off the night dew. 

From the first we slept as peacefully as a 
baby and noticed an improvement.’ Soon there 
was @ disappearance of the night sweats, a drop

to normal in temperature and an absence of blood 
in the sputum in the morning. But during a 
heavy gale in the fall the canvas was practically 
whipped to ribbons, and almost immediately win- 
ter setting in—the past winter being %ne of the 
earliest known in Iowa, the first snow falling on 
Nov. 23 and remaining on the ground continuously 
until the last of February—we were forced to re- 
turn to the house to sleep. 

In an upper chamber, removed from the rest of 
the family, we took our quarters. A window was 
removed on the east side of the house, and, al- 
thcugh the temperature dropped to 23 degrees 
below zero, the window was never closed, and we 
slept in comfort through the use of ample cover- 
ings. 

Pleased with the efficacy of the fresh-air treat- 
ment, with the return of spring the greater part 
of our household furniture was stored, a tent 14x16 
purchased, and, with the necessities and no few 
of the comforts, the entire family moved to a 
wooded tract in the heart of one of the prettiest 
residence districts of our home city. Permission 
was granted by the philanthropic owner for the 
use of a small natural 
park, less than five 


. blocks from the pala- 


tial home of Senator 
J. P. Dolliver, and 
only twice that dis- 
tance from our daily 
duties. This permitted 
walking home for the 
noon meal, 

The venture being 
made early, we were 
forced one evening to 
move from the knoll 
where our first camp 
was pitched to a 
sheltered ravine, to 
prevent the canvas be- 
ing blown down. 

Scarcely were we 
settled, and even be- 
fore the floor had been 
laid in the tent—for a 
gocd floor is a com- 
fort and joy foreyver— 
we were treated to a 
fall of -two inches of 
snow. A small heater, 
with pipe protruding 
from the rear of the 
tent, served to keep off 
the chill until the 
snow vanished, and 
not one of the mem- 
bers of the family 
suffered the least dis- 
comfort. 

With the return ol 
the warm weather the 
camp outfit was toted 
back to the top of the 
hill, which is fully 
one hundred feet high- 
er than the rest of the 
surrounding country. 

With the tent pitched 
well back from _ the 
point of Prospect Hill. 
seclusion has been 
secured, yet 30 or 40 
feet from the front of 
the tent {t is possible 
to look down at the 
passing trains of the 
Illinois Central at our 
very feet, or out across 
the Deg Moines River 
Valley, teeming with 
life and industry, or 
still further to the ad- 
jacent hills which 
mark the banks of an 
ancient river mightier 
than the Mississippi, 
which are now joined 
by the Great Western 
Railroad bridge, one-half mile in 
over eighty feet in height. 

While we have been fortunate in securing a 
most desirable location for a summer camp, one 
equally as beautiful and equally as healthful prob- 
ably may be found in any community. and we care

must be understood, however, that at least 8- 
ounce canvas is necessary as a covering, and even 
this should be well parafined.

not what the circumstances of the person, ft fs 
possible for them to live under similar conditions 
for sight months of the year at less expense than 
in the humblest cottage, and eight mouths in wie 
open will add 40 years to life. 

Although our tent is never closed, and there 
is always a good circulation of air through it, we 
have sought to gain as much as possible through 
outdoor sleeping, and for this have devised & 
frame made of seant!ing about the size of a pup- 
tent used by the regular army. Sixteen inches 
from the ground is placed a comfortable spring 
mattress. The sides and ends of the canvas cOov- 
ering are easily raised, while the whole is light 
enough to be easily moved from place to place. 
One side of the canvas is usually fastened down 
at night as a protection from the dew or draft, 
while 'n cease of a rain both sides are quickly and 
easily fastenéd, so that the patient need not 








In a living tent, size 14x16, such as we have had 
made, with a 12-ounce top and 8-ounce walls. is 
ample room for many of the comforts and al] the 
necessities, if one is economical in space. and, 


‘while you may miss the grand piano, you also 


have the comfort of knowing your slumbers will 
not be disturbed by someone practicing in an ad- 
joining home or flat, whiie in the morning you 
will be awakened by the singing of the birds and 
the chattering of the squirrels. We chose to have 
a tent built to order, with a 4-foot wa}) and an 
awning to the front.

quarter size bed for the children, a sanitary couch 
for lounging during the day and use as a bed 
during the night, a dresser with mirror attached 
two trunks, a folding table and other necessities. 
together with typewriter, stand and machine, as 
we find the muse is often with us in the evening, 
and frequently our duties require some extra 
work. A second tent, size 7x7, makes a storage 
place for cooking utensils, icebox, the small heater 
which will be needed on chilly and damp days of 
late spring and early fall to heat the living tent, 
and the hundred and one things which are needed 
when keeping house after this Bohemian fashion.

Locating near a 
spring or a good well, or where city water can 
be easily obtained, is a necessity. 

An old cook stove cau be purchased cheaply, 
and, located conveniently, it will serve all ordi- 
nary purposes, while a gasoline stove should be 
part of the camp equipment for use during inclem- 
ent weather... You need forego nene of the neree 
sities of life, and few of the comforts, if you are 
desirous of enjoying the blessings of pure air 
and sunlight in the open, and as you look at the 
nut-brown faces of your youngsters and the 
“symmer-resort tan” on your wife’s face you will 
feel thankful from the innermost depth of your 
heart that they have absorbed no ‘tI’. B.'s,” while 
at the same time you are ridding your system of 
the germs and are winning back health without 
a single moment's loss of time from your regular 
occupation.

OWA’S victims of the white 
I plague annually number at 





least 2000, while in other 
states the death rate is as 
great in proportion to the 
population. Yet within the 
reach of the pegrest and most 
lowly of those upon whom the 
white plague has fastened it- 
self lies the only cure of the 
disease when discovered in 
its inciplency, and even in the more advanced 
cases. 

Surprised to find a loss of weight of 20 pounds 
from normal, the writer consulted a physician, 
and he pronounced our case tuberculosis. There 
was’ manifest the hectic flush, the night sweats, 
the dry and hacking cough, with an occasional 
spitting of blood in the morning. 

“You must leave the country before August,” 
was the physician’s order after, his diagnosis. “TI 
will not answer for you if you do not. I would 
advise you to find employment at your profession 
in New Mexico or Arizona and prepare to spend 
the remainder of your days there.” 

Of New Mexico and Arizona, with their old ruins 
and traces of a prehistoric civijization, we had 
read, and hoped some day to see—when fortune 
smiled. But the thought of leaving friends and 
loved ones was not a pleasant one, and as it 
meant going among strangers, and possibly a hard 
fight to again win a place in the world for our- 
selves, it seemed an almost impossible thing for 
us to consider. 

“There is no medicine known to the medical 
profession which will stop the ravages of the ais- 
ease,” was information gleaned from the physi- 
cian in the consultation. ‘And the cure, if cure 
there is, lies in any. method which will build up 
the patient and make the system strong enough 
to throw off the disease. Start at once to sleep 
out of doors.” 

A small tent was first chosen as a sleeping 
place, and as we are blessed with a wife and two 
children it was impossible for us to sit down and 
fold our hands. There was work to do in order 
to earn the daily bread, and it was of such a 
character as to leave us little time to worry over 
our condition. And we are thankful for it, for 
we believe that 90 per cent of the victims of tu- 
berculosis are frightened at the thoughts of the 
disease, for the physician's diagnosis is the read- 
ing of their death warrant. 

A tonic was suggested by the physician, and 
for that topic we were given a concoction of cod- 
liver oil and creosote. In oraer that we might 
have an ample supply, the prescription written 
called for a quart. Cod-liver oil in itself is un- 
pleasant and distasteful, and mixed with creosote 
it ig mede still more unpalatable, if this be possi- 
ble. 

Having faith in the physician, we made an 
honest and earnest effort to take the ton'c, but 
it became more and more unpalatab’e w'th each 
dose, and finally our stomach revo:t»d altogether, 
particularly following breakfast, when the in- 
ternal spasm was far from a pleasant one. As a 
result, we usually worked through the morning 
hours without food. So out into the back yard 
went what remained of the quart of cod-liver oil 
and creosote, and we vowed we would face death 
bravely, if need be, but would not take a concoc- 
tion which was rank poison to us. Plenty of 
fresi, .ollk, rich cream and raw eggs were pre- 
scribeu, and this diet was a satisfactory one, with 
me ~— that improvement was noticed from the 

rs :

to normal in temperature and an absence of blood 
in the sputum in the morning. But during a 
heavy gale in the fall the canvas was practically 
whipped to ribbons, and almost immediately win- 
ter setting in—the past winter being one of the 
earliest known in Iowa, the first snow falling on 
Nov. 23 and remaining on the ground continuously 
until the last of February—we were forced to re- 
turn to the house to sleep. 

In an upper chamber, removed from the rest of 
the family, we took our quarters. A window was 
removed on the east side of the house, and, al- 
though the temperature dropped to 23 degrees 
below zero, the window was never closed, and we 
slept in comfort through the use of ample cover- 
ings. 

Pleased with the efficacy of the fresh-air treat- 
ment, with the return of spring the greater part 
of our household furniture was stored, a tent 14x16 
purchased, and, with the necessities and no few 
of the comforts, the entire family moved to a 
wooded tract in the heart of one of the prettiest 
residence districts of our home city. Permission 
was granted by the philanthropic owner for the

park, less than five

tance from our daily 
duties. This permitted 
walking home for the 
noon meal. 

The venture being 
made early, we were 
forced one evening to 
move from the knoll 
where our first camp 
was pitched to a 
sheltered ravine, to 
prevent the canvas be- 
ing blown down. 

Scarcely were we 
settled, and even be- 
fore the floor had been 
laid in the tent—for a 
gocd floor is a com- 
fort and joy forever— 
we were treated to a 
fall of two inches of 
snow. A small heater, 
with pipe protruding 
from the rear of the 
tent, served to keep off 
the chill until the 
snow vanished, and 
not one of the mem- 
bers of the family 
suffered the least dis- 
comfort. 

With the return of

S a matter of fact, the number 
of illed and !njured employes 
of our great railroad systems 
will be far greater in the next 
20 years than it has been in 
the 20 past. 

In 20 years the percentage 
of the number of railroad em- 
piloyes killed and injured has 
nearly doubled. In that time, 

. too, the number of employes 

has more than doubled, so that not only the dan- 
ger of death or injury is increcsing from year 
to year, but the number from which the army 
of dead and maimed is recruited is steadily grow- 
ing greater. 

Bellefontaine Cemetery was established in 1849. 
Approximately 50,000 persons are now buried 
there. Between June 30, 1888, and June 30, 1908— 
the latest figures obtainable—56,506 employes 
of railways were ki.led in the United “States. 
Nating a liberal allowance for census mista -es 
and giving St. Louls a population of 750,000, it 
is etil] 145,548 smaller than would be a city of 
cripples formed of the 895,548 injured by the 
railroads in the period mentioned above.

Go to any com- 
paratively small railway center, Wa.» up and 
down the streets or stand at some central point 
and watch the procession go by. 

Here is a man with one arm gone, there an- 
other minus both arms or legs, here a third 
whose walk betrays the presence of an art'ficial 
limb, and on all sides are men with crutches or 
empty sleeves or showing minor injuries. 

And even these do not comprehend the number 
of widows and orphans that the town shelters— 
many of them living in poverty or forced to toil 
from daylight to dark to keep soul and body to- 
gether. 

In the larger cities the victims of the railroads 
are swallowed up by the general population un- 
till they are not strikingly noticeable, but in the 
smaller towns they are apparent to a depressing 
degree—-until one becomes accustomed to them: 

Even in places like Kansas City. Omaha or 
Pueblo, Colo., all cities of considerable size and 


large railroad centers, one will be impressed by 





the number of cripples he sees, But it is in the 
smaller towns, where several railroads or 
branches of one road have their division points, 
that the facts of the stupendous casualty aud 
mortality records of the railways are driven 
home. ' 

If the number of railway employes in the 
United States were to remain constant for 15 
years, 1,300,000 men, at the present mortality 
rate, will be killed or injured, according to an ¢s- 
timate now made by John M. Gitterman, who 
has gone exhaustively into the subject for Mc- 
Clure’s Magazine, and from whose investigations 
many of the figures here quoted are taken. 

“But the number, of course, will greatly in- 
crease,” he says. “It is, therefore, probably no 
exaggeration to say that, unless the railroads 
radically improve their present methods of 
safeguarding their employes’ lives, they will 
either kill or injure, within the next 15 years, 
not far from 2,000,000 men.” 

Two million is a greater number of people 
than was the combined population of Vermont, 
North Dakota, Utah, Montana, New Mexico, Del- 
aware, Idaho, Arizona, Nevada, Wyoming, Alaska 
and Hawaii in 1900. 

By saving that 2,000,000 the United Stater 
could populate exclusively with men an area of 
1,500,000 square miles as densely as the states 
and territories mentioned were populated in 1900, 
or build a city greater in size than was Chicago 
at “that . time. 

And in these stupendous figures women and 
children dependent upon the men who are to 
be killed and injured by the inevitable action 
of the railroad juggernaut in the next 20 years 
are not estimated. 

It should be borne strongly in mind that these 
figures do not comprehend the passengers who 
have suffered in railroad wrecks. Only the em- 
ployes killed or injured are taken into cons!der- 
ation. 

Since 1903 the railroads of the country have 
killed their employes off at the rate of 328 4 
month, In 1907 the number of railway employes 
killed was 4534; in 1908 a smaller number, 3470. 
This is also a smaller number than was killed 
in 1906, when 8920 lost their lives in the service 
of the railways, and might be taken as an indi- 
cation that railway conditions are improving, 
except that in the past two decades there have 
been three other years when the percentage of 
deaths decreased temporarily, and the further 
fact of indications that the years 1909 and 1910 
—when the official figures are in—will have 
shown the death rate once more exceeding the 
records of the mast. Also, there wee appro*'- 
mately 200,000 fewer men employed Ly railroads 
in 1908 than in 1907, 

Evidently the decrease in number in 1908 was 
due to fortuitous cireumstances of some sort— 
“luck,” in other words, and not increased pre- 
cautions and added safety devices, apparently 
brought the condition ahout. 

At the death rate mentioned above, one em-~ 
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ploye is killed every two hours by the railroads, 
while one is injured every six minutes, and from 
these figures the startling comparison at the 
opening of this article is drawn—that five rail- 
road employes will have been injured while you 
are reading this page, and that two will be 


killed and 40 injured before you, sitting com- 
‘fortably in your chair this Sunday morning, can

“Last year,” says the writer before quoted, 
“6.4 per cent of all the railway employes in the 
United States were injured,” and he adds: “Thus 
the chances are that no man can escape accident 
for nine years. 

“No wonder that most of the life insurance 
companies refuse to insure a railroad man on 
any terms, while in any sort of a company & 
switchman can be insured only at a rating 20 
years in advance of his actual age.” 


An analysis of a table compiled from the annual 
reports of the “Statistics of Railways of the 
United States,” issued by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, shows that where, 20 years 
ago, the railroad employe had an average chance 
of remaining uninjured for 15 years, his “ex- 
pectation” has now dropped to about ejgnt. 

In other words, if you are a railroad employe, 
you can figure with uncomfortable certainty that 
if you remain in the service nine years, you will 
be injured, while “the law of chance” may bring 
your injury much sooner. 

What “much sooner” means is felt by every 
woman who has &« son or a husband ‘n the serv- 
ice, when she wonders, subconsciously, if not 
actually, every time he leaves her, if he will ever 
come back alive. Even more vividly is it illus- 
trated by the nervous terror any woman having 
loved ones in the railroad service will exhibit 
if a measeneer comes to her at an unexvected 
hour in the day or arouses her from her sivep 
at night. 
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Just as regularly and as often as the clock 
ticks 860 seconds an employe of the rati- 
waya of the United States is injured in 
wrecks or accidents, and every time the clock’s 
handa mark 120 minutes they record a rail- 
road man’s death in the same manner.

Turning from wie resuite to the underlying 
reasons why these records of the dead and ‘n- 
jured reach such a frightful votal. one {is forced 
to the conclusion that tue laws of the country 
are largely responsible 

In 1907 there were 1,672,074 employes of all 
ihe railroads of the Unitet States. Of these 4534 
were killed and 87,644 injurea. During the same 
years the same roads hauled 873,905,133 passen- 
gers, of whom 610 were killed and 13,041 injured. 

This would argue some amazing difference in 
the character of protection furnished passengers 
and that afforded employes by the railroaas. aAuu, 
conceding this to be true—Why? 

Persons who have gone deeply into the ques- 
tion point to the records of the courts for a 
solution. They call attention to the fact that 
when a passenger is killed or injured, the rail- 
roads make all hast@ to get a settlement with 
the injured person or his dependants. On the 
other hand, when a railroad employe is killed 
or infured, payment of damages is warded off 
just as long as possible, and frequently avoided 
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Sometimes thes» 
cases are carried 
through the 
courts for years 
and even when 
that is done the 
laws are s0 
framed that it is 
the exceptional 
case in which 
damages to any 
eensiderable gum 
are awarded 
against the rail. 
roads, A few con- 
crete instances 
will add weight to 
the ~umber that 
practically every 
reader is familiar 
with of his own knowledge. 

In the reports of the United States Supreme 
Court for 1907 will be found the last act im the 
tragedy of the death of Thomas Kane, a fireman 
employed by the Erie. ra‘lroad, who was killed 
in 1897-10 years - previously. 

Kane was engaged in cleaning his eng'ne num- 
ber, a task which necessitated his standing with 
his face toward the boiler and in such a position 
that it was impossible for him to see a train ap- 
proaching from the opposite direction. Throuth 
someone's negligence, a train was sent down the 
track on which Kane's engine stood, and he was 





knocked off and killed. 


His widow and children were left destitute 


Mrs. Kane instituted suit-in the United Siar 
Circuit Court of Ohio and was. awarded 34,0 
damages by a jury. Case was appealed and @ 


years later the verdict of the lower court was set 


aside and a new trial ordered. _—_. 

Two years thereafter the second trial resulted 
in a verdict against Mrs. Kane. She appealed 
and in eight months the decision of the lower 
court was set aside. This merely meant that 
the case must be tried again, and on the third 
trial the judge took matters into his own hands, 
refused to allow the case to go to the jury 
and ordered a verdict entered in favor of the 
railroad. Mrs. Kane appealed and won and for 
the fourth time the case was begun all over 
again. : 

This time the verdict in the lower court was 
in favor of the widow, and the railroad appealed 
rather than pay. The appellate court confirmed 
the dectsion of the lower court, but the Erie 
took the case to the United States. Supreme 
Court. There the road lost and paid the claim, 
which, according to the ultimate decision of the 
courts, should have been paid 10 years previ- 
ously.

What is known ag “the fellow-servant act” is 
generally recognized as bringing about the d'f- 
ference between the treatment ot passengers and 


that accorded employes who are killed or injured 


by the railroads. 

Briefly stated, this act holds that an employer's 
liability is limited, if it exists at all, when the 
death or injury of an employe results from neg- 
ligence or carelessness on the part of another 
employe. 

Thus, Kane was killed because some fellow- 


employe had given wrong orders or had failed 


to throw a switch, and in that manner had per- 


mitted the train to back down on him when he 


was scouring the engine number. And Brink- 
meier’s leg was crushed, presumably, because his 
fellow-employes had failed to attend to the coup- 


lers, which are alleged to have been defective. — 

In addition, the “fellow-servant” theory holds — 
that no one is forced to accept employment where 
his life and limbs.are endangered. Kane could have 
refused to scour the engine number, and Brink- 
meier could have refused to attempt the coupling. - 


Of course, each would have lost his job, in all 
likelihood, but he would have saved himself from 
exposure to a possible accident—exposure of a 


character which each had probably taken hun- - 


dreds of times before without serious results.

“Peop!e of Peace’ in Northern Arizona Have 
Neither Jails, Asylums, Poorhouses Nor 


EARLY. twenty years ago Fred- 
erick Monsen found his life work 
as an ethnologist and artist an 
that fascinating region of North- 
ern Arizona which the Spaniards 
called ‘‘the painted desert.’’ Its 
natural features are still un- 

touched by civilization, and it remains what 
it was in the days of Coronado and his band 
—a country of purple cliffs, extinct vol-

bination of landscape and skyscraper wn- 
matched in any other part of the world. 

This magnificent setting profoundly im- 
pressed Prof. Monsen when he first wan- 
dered into the region as a member of the 
Geologwal Survey, but his interest deepened 
as he recogmzed in it the home of a people 
whose antiquity on this continent makes the 
recording of their physical, mental and se 
cial characteristics of imperative importance 
to history, ethnology and art. 

The magic of the desert held him with a 
charm of its own, and as he studied the 
primetive, peaceful Indian folk, who still 
live after the manner of their forefathers, in 
villages that seem to have been part of it all 
since the morning of the world, the desire 
grew on him to picture the Pueblo people in 
ther natural environments with a degree of 
completeness never hefore attempied. 





IS original missicn in Arizona 
was a temporary preoccupa- 
tion, but the work of pictur- 
ing the Indians so fascinated 
him that Prof. Monsen re- 
mained there 18 years. Be- 
ginning in the early days of 
photography, with a camera, 
tripod and glass plates, Prof. 
Monsen was finally able to 
use a kodak and films, and 
with these he took nearly 3000 pictures, repre- 
senting the Pueblo neople—Hopis, Navajos,

presents a degree of excellence rarely attained 
in photography. 

Prof. Monsen believes that the unique tribe, 
because the most primitive of all these tribes, 
is that of the Hopi, or Hopitu, the People of 
Peace, as they love to call themselves. They are 
the direct descendants of the ancient cliff dwell- 
ers, and still live very much after the manner 
of their ancestors in rock villages on the tops of 
high cliffs in the midst of the Painted Desert of 
Northern Arizona. Their homes are reached by 
tortuous trails cut in the living rock, which made 
them impregnable fortresses against all primitive 
foes. 

No other tribe has preserved its traditions so 
perfectly or developed such a mass of beautiful 
and interesting folklore or so many religious 
eeremonies. Their myths find expression in 
some of the most curious, dramatic and spectacu- 
lar performances given by an aboriginal people. 
Their gods are deified powers of nature, such as 
the Mother Earth and the Sky or Sun God—the 
father and mother of all living things. To these 
are added the gods of Fire and Lightning, and to 
each are given elaborate secular performances 
and ceremonies, which are thought to be strong 
appeals or prayers for blessings. 

Nature does not deal kindly with man on the 
desert, and the underlying element of his wor- 
ship is based unon his austere environment. Look 
where you will over the waste of sand he calls 
home, and the cry of man and beast is “Water! 
water!” And so they pray to their nature gods 
to give them of this precious fluid, that their 
crops may not wither and that they may not 
perish from thirst and starvation. ‘ 

At whatever season of the year the Hopi are 
visited one is sure to witness. one or more of 
their great ceremonies, with its elaborate ritual 
and spectacular dance at the close. The Hopl 


pregnable cliffs where they now 


live. 

The women of this curious 
tribe u.joy a life of great independence. Each se- 
lects her own husband. They are queens in their 
homes; in fact, the home and everything in it be- 
long to them, for the line of descent is on the fe- 
male side. The occupations followed by the Hopi 
are often reversed, the men encaging in womanly 
pursuits, while the women undertake such work 
as among the white race would always be done 
by men. For example, the women build the 
houses, which is heavy work, while the men do 
the dressmaking and knit the stockings. 

It is most interesting to watch the construc- 
tion of a Hopi dwelling. The woman whose 
home it is to be calls all her female friends to 
her assistanee, and when a dozen or more get 
to work it does not take long to erect the build- 
ing. When the walls are up a little assistance 
is given by the men,-who lift and put in place 
the heavy, long log rafters for the roof. The 
houses are neatly plastered inside and out and 
a hard mud floor put down. Nowadays a few 
American doors and windows are used, and civ- 
ilization is also apparent In the iron cook stoves 
and the few agricultural implements found in the 
villages. The women are also the housekeepers: 
they take care of the children, prepare the food, 
and in their leisure time do splendid basket 
work or make pottery showing much originality. 

Curiously shy and diffident, members of botn 

















are as sincere and 
trustful in their faith 
as little children, and 
everything in their 
lives is founded on 
this faith.

Standing on the tops of the cliffs where the 
Hopi live, and looking Out over the desolation 
of the surrounding desert, one wonders what 
could have induced these people to build their 
homes in such inaccessible places, so far away 
from their fields and where not a drop of water 
can be found. But they did not always live on 
the tops of the cliffs. There was a time when 
their lives were cast in more pleasant places. 
Hundreds of years ago they lived far to the south 
in forest-clad mountains, where there were game the Hopi and Zuni tribes, and to only a less 
and water in plenty, but their enemies, the degree those of the others of the Southwest, are 
Apache, Navajo and Ute, constantly harassed siow to make the acquaintance of strangers.

Bearing these characteristics in mind one ap- 
nreciates more. clearly what Prof. Monsen has 
been obliged to overcome before gaining the confi- 
dence of the Indians in order to make his re- 
markable photographic studies of them. He has 
long ago overcome this obstacle, however, until 
it now probably seems of little importance to him 
in the light of what he has accomplished. 

Even in the villages close to the towns and 
cities of Arizona and New Mexico the Indien 
children run like frightened quail when a stran- 
ger approaches. Dozens of them may be playing 
around when one comes in sight of a village, but 
by the time one gets to it all have disappeared, 
and it is only by watching closely that he may 
see them peeping from behind houses or trees, 
or even logs and rocks.

live three miles from a small 
town or hamlet on the bragch of a raijroad out 
in Missouri. The farmer's wife has a fine flock 
of chickens, which provide her with pin money. 
The farmer will not bother with hens because 
they do not pay him for his time. 

Mrs. Farmer comes to town with. .a basketful 
of eggs and takes them to the general store in 
which’she does her trading. She has 10 dozen, 
and the storekeeper, who is the first middleman 
in the transaction, tells her that he is paying 15 
cents a dosen in trade. This gives her $1.50 
trade, and she buys some calico, thread, buttons 
and lining, and the storekeeper puts the eggs into 
a case with others in the back part of the store. 

When the case is full he ships it with two or 
three others, also obtained in trade with farmers’ 
wivus, down the road a few miles to a junction 
point, where there is a poultry and egg dealer or 
produce buyer, the second middleman, and is 
credited with 164, cents a dozen, his basis being 
the market price that day in St. Louis. He 
has made about 10 per cent on the dozen eggs. 

In a few days the produce buyer has enough 
eggs to fill a railroad car, and he ships them to 
St. Louis to the third middleman, a commission 
me:chant, who sends him a check on the basis 


of 17% cents a dozen, and thus he gets about 6 per 


cent profit. But he is a speculator, and he stands 
to make as high as 20 per cent, or even lose, on 
the transaction. It all depends on the market. 
The commission merchant in the city adds 
iboul 5 per cent, and thus makes his selling price 
to the jobber 18 cents.

“Eggs are worth 25 cents today, ma’am. I've 
just got in a fine lot of strictly fresh eggs from 
the country direct. They are worth more, being 
country eggs, but I am making a leader of them 
at 25 cents, which is what they cost me. All 
right, ma’am, two dozen. Yes, ma’am. What 
next?” 

The grocer has added about 15 per cent for his 
profit. 

As a matter of fact, these percentages of profit 
are based on a very conservative estimate, and 
were given to the Post-Dispatch by a commission 
merchant who has been in the commission busi- 
ness on Fourth street, St. Louis, for 40 years. 
Naturally the percentages fluctuate. 

“The jobber figures on 10 per cent generally 
for a safe margin,” he. said, “and the grocer 
thinks he ought to have anything from 20 per 
cent to as much as his trade will stand, which 
is according to his location. Besides these charges 
of transportation there are small additional ex- 
penses for cartage and candling which have not 
been included.” 

One of the largest dealers in eggs and poultry 
in the St. Louis market, a man so thoroughly 
identified with the trade as to receive the sou- 
briquet of the “Egg King,” says that St. Louis 
consumes 30,000 dozens of eggs a day. This is 
about half an egg to each member of the total 








You have seen how 
the. consumer has paid 10 
cents a dozen to four middle- 
men, which might have been 
saved had he been able to get his 
eggs direct from the farmer's 
wife. Therefore the people of 
St. Louis are mulcted of $3000 a day oF 
80,000 dozens of eggs at the rate of 10 cents 4 
dozen sacrificed to our clumsy commercial meth- 
ods. The egg middlemen of st. Louis cost us 
just $1,095,000 a year to support. 

Recently there has been published the “Clyco- 
pedia of American Agriculture,” edited by Prof. 
Bailey of Cornell University. When it was in 
process of compilation Prof. Bailey asked P. M. 
Kiely of St. Louis, a commission merchant who 
is thoroughly familiar with the produce trade 
of the whole country, to write the article for the 
cyclopedia relating to the middleman, commis- 
sion merchant, distributer, or whatever name you 
choose to call him. 

At the same time, James Bawden, formerly 
auctioneer of the St. Louis Fruit Auction Co., 
was requested to’ write about nis investigations 
in this country and in Buropean cities, and tell 
his conclusions with regard to the elimination 
of the middleman and the reduction of the cost 
of living through co-operative merchandising.

Texas has no less than 200 of these 
organizations, which may have from 10 
to 20 different distributers in different 
parts of the country, such as St. Louls, Kansas 
City, Denver, Chicago, Pittsburg, etc., each being 
a convenient diverting point. This distributer 
diverts the carloads of berries or truck to the 
markets most needing them and prevents ¢on- 
gestion and therefore loss at any one point.

“The commission merchant {is 
the next middleman in the chain. 
His principal customers for the stuff 
consigned to him by his corre- 
spondents are the jobbers, who are the 

third middlemen. 
“The jobber has a certain following of gro- 
cers, butchers, husksters, marketmen and 
other small dealers, many of whose orders are 
taken in advance and later delivered through- 
out the city to the purchasers. The jobber figures 
on a 10 per cent margin. 

“The largest class of middlemen are those who 
sell to the consumers. Here is where the mar- 
gins rise that arouse the widest comment—large 
enough to amaze the average shipper. Even on 
such staples as potatoes, apples and onions the 
profits on the smaller sales of each are from 75 to 
100 per cent, while less important products ex- 
hibit even larger profits. 

“As a matter of fact, retail prices are out of 
all harmony and proportion to the supply and 
to the wholesale prices. This restriction of con- 
sumptioh cannot necessarily be construed, how- 
ever, as an intention on the part of the retailer 
to wHlfully hold up consumption, but it is an ex- 
ample of short-sightedness on his part. 

“The average consumer whose financial condi- 
tion does not warrant a canvass of the market 
for something cheap to eat knows little of the 
conditions that would justify a heavy consump- 
tion of vegetables and fruits if the reasonableness 
of the prices on the wholesale market were 
brought to his attention. . 

“Not long ago the cashier of a bank here 
walked through the wholesale market question- 
ing farmers as to the prices of their products. He 
found one whose wagon was loaded with barrels 
of cabbages, and asked how much they were. He 
was told that they were selling for 60 cents a 
barrel containing 35 heads. 

“That night he went to the shop where his 
wife bought her supplies. He asked the proprie- 
tor how he was selling cabbage. ‘Cabbage is as 
low now as it will get,’ was the reply. ‘it is 6 
cents a head.’ 

“*But I was down in the market this morning,’ 
said the banker, ‘and it was priced to me at 60

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“I have children of my own,” Mr. Bingle said 
to a Home Section reporter, “and I would not 
permit one of them to fire off anything bigger 
than an ordinary cracker unless I was present. 
Most of the accidents to boys happen in the 
day time when the parents are not watching 
them. 

“It is simple for a family to have a fine time 
on the Fourth without injury to the children 
if the parents will only use some care. My 
advice is for parents to give the little ones the 
ordinary Chinese crackers in the day time and 
then have a fireworks celebration at night when 
the boys can be watched; girls are no trouble. 

“Crackers up to three and a half inches in 
length are harmless; beyond that size they are 
dangerous. These harmless crackers make a 
lot of noise and what more does anyone want? 
With those we are living up to the custom of 
our forefathers by screeching as it were, and 
yelling for the Independence that we all 
love to fight for. 

“The grown-ups want to fire bullet 
cartriges and shoot at something 
they do not care at what: they 
just want to shoot. The - 
youngster wants to fire 
what he thinks is a 
harmless’ blank 
cartridge, and 
he gets 
reckless.

“A child can havea 
Fne time with the lit- 
tle crackers and toy 
torpedoes in the day- 
time, as i said. I would bar even the pistols 
that shoot only caps. These pistols are the 
crudest kind of a toy. It shoots a row of paper 
caps and is a fine imitation of a repeating 
magazine revolver of the finest type. All the 
boy hag to do is to keep on pulling the trigger 
and in his imagination he transforms himself 
into a modern Jesse James. The snapping of 
the trigger and the discharge of the caps 
Stimulates his youthful mind and his brain 
becomésg so nimble in the operation that the 
harmless weapon. becomes to him a .44 and he 
a dime-novel bandit. Then the trouble begins 
He turns the muzzle into the faces of his com- 
rades, orders them to hold up their hands and 
by accident somebody gets hurt. He did not 
mean it, of course. How can you blame the 
boy if the injured one gets tetanus from the 
specks of powder? 

“The blame should be placed upon the man 
who sold the toy pistol: not on the boy. I 
mention boys so much because the little girls 





‘are willing to have a mild celebration. 


They do not want to hold up anyone with 
a toy pistol and they are quite satisfied to 
shoot off the ordinary crackers. 

‘There is a lot of patriotism displayed 
with the explosion of the so-called giant 
Chinese firecracker, but they are very dan- 
serous. They make a big noise and there 
is a possible ambulance call in every one 
that ig set off. 

“Some men think it is fine sport to shoot 
one of these giant crackers off in a crowd. 
If it happeng to hit someone there is a 
tragedy, and somewhere a mother wishes 
that the law had protected her offspring. 

It is then that she forgets the SPIRIT

“This permit, to my mind, should read so 
that the seller would be held responsible as 
well as the person who set off the fireworks 
that killed or maimed another. 


“My children have their small Chinese fire 


crackers in the day time and at night we have 
the regulation celebration. The childrén then 
watch me set off all the fancy fireworks. 

“The sparkler igs the best make-believe live 
wire in the fireworks line for children. That 
is the fireworks for little ones. It shoots off 
a whole lot of sparks and the sparks are harm- 
less, even if they hit the hand. 

“Then there are the fern rattlers, the colored 
fires and the balloons. Why, there is no reason 
for injuries to children on the FOURTH,” con- 
cluded Mr. Bingle. “if the parents would only 
exercise due care.” 

Last year 215 boys and girls lost their lives 
in the United States from accidents while 
handling dangerous toys and fireworks. One 
hundred and seventy-one children lost one or 
more fingers; 41 lost a leg, an arm or a hand; 
36 lost one eye, and 16 lost both eyes. 

Including adults and children 5307 persons 
were killed, blinded or maimed in the celebra- 
tion of “the Glorious Fourth,” 1909. In the 

t seven years 34,000 persons have been 
killed, blinded or maimed during such celebra- 
tions.

past years, and each year politicians begin to 
see that mothers want a saner celebration so 
that the day after will not bé such a horror 
to them. 

Cleveland’s “anti-fireworks” ordinance, which 
is very clear and specific, is as follows: 

“No person shall fire any cannon, gun, rifle, 
pistol, toy pistol or firearms of any kind, or ex- 
plode any squib, rocket, cracker or Roman can- 
dle, or other combustible fireworks, or make 
use of any sling within the city. ‘

session or custody, any toy pistol, squib, rocket, 
cracker or Roman candle, or fire halloon or 
other combustible fireworks or any article for 
the making of a pyrotechnica) display. Pro-

of fireworks in the public parks whenever said
